ASC CONSTABLELAW] WHIPS MAN FOR 


COUNTY AUTHORITIES PLAN END 
OF ALLEGED EXTORTION. — 


Charge Creation of Petty Litigation for 
the Fees and Collection of Sums Two 
or Three Timés as Great as Scale 
Fixed by Statute — Judge Carter 
Would Reduce Namber of These Of- 
ficials and Change the System of 

The business of constables in Chicago has 
become so prosperous that the county 
authorities feel a need of checking it. The 


138 constables operating from justice courts | 


in the city aré charged with enhancing pros- 
perity by methods at variance with the stat- 
utes. The method most offensively em- 
ployed is that of creating in the justice 
courts, for mere purposes of fees, litigation 
for which there is little or no ground. By 
petty cases worked up and prosecuted solely 


to produce constables’ fees, it is claimed’ 


thousands of dollars yearly are wrested from 
poor people who commit no real offense, and 
who, through ignorance or poverty, find no 
way to defend their rights. 

Other methods’ said to be employed by the 
constables are the enforcement of a scale of 
fees two or three times as high as the law pre- 
scribes; the establishment of a “tip” sys- 
tem, by which prosecutions are dropped or 
expedited: accordingly as the “ tip’ comes 
from a defendant or complainant; the illegal 
levying on personal property, including 
household goods, for payment of debts and 
fees; threats in attempts to collect “ bad 
debts "'—debts_ against poor people which 
have been placed in the hands of collecting 
agencies and by them passed into the hands 
of constables for collection. 


Sherif? Thinks Law Lax. 

Sherif E. J. Magerstadt ascribes these 
conditions to the laxity of the law fixing the 
duties and remuneration of constables. The 
law provides for the election of constables, 
and then, without salary, they are turned 
loose to earn a living on fees. Their juris- 
diction extends throughout the county with- 
out limits and they are permitted to attach 
themselves to the justice who provides them 
with the most business. According to Chief 
Deputy Sheriff C. W. Peters, there are too 
many constables, and from a scarcity of 
fees have arisen efforts to “ create” busi- 
ness. The principal source of fees is in the 
serving of summonses and execution of 
judgments, so that the remuneration to the 
constables is wholly dependent on the ac- 
tivity of the justice courts. As the power 
of justices is limited to petty cases, or cases 
in which but $200 or less is involved, the 
defendants are usually poor people. 


Judge Carter Suggests Remedies. 
Judge Orrin N. Carter, who is charged with 
the duty of attesting the bonds offered by the 
constables, after their election, has gone 
deeply into the problem and has suggested 
as a remedy the abolition of the fee system. 
“ The present law simply legalizes a band 
of holdup men,” said Judge Carter. “So 
long as the law permits the constables to 


} lve on fees there will be crookedness in the 


business. The fee system itself offers the 
greatest encouragement fer fraud. The pur- 
pose of the justice court is ta provide a 
means of disposing of petty casses without 
resorting to the higher courts. The most 
pitiable part of the system is that while per- 
sons having large amounts of money at stake 
get justice in the higher courts, poor people 
are subjected to the extortions of justices’ 
constables. 

“The only remedy lies in the abolishment 
of the present law. The number of consta- 
bles should be decreased, and they should be 
placed under the direction of a supervisor 
and be paid salaries.” 


Many Bogus Constables. 

As an indication of the laxity of the present 
system Chief Kipley has painted out the 
detection frequently of persons who im- 
personated constables. ‘ 

*“ Bogus constables are prowling around in 
every part of the city,”’ said Chief Kipley. 
“ They threaten to cause the arrest of cigar 
dealers whom they have induced to sell 
cigarets to minors in violation of the law. 
They get money by ‘settlements out of 
court.’ The present constable system is a 
nuisance. Constables frequently conflict with 
policemen and interfere with the enforce- 
ment of the law.”’ 

The wholesale arrests of cigar dealers on 
the West Side eight months ago are pointed 
to by Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters as one of 
the most daring attempts of constables to 
extort money. 

*“ These cigar dealers were arrested for al- 
leged violation of the law prohibiting the 
sale of cigarets to minors,’’ he said. “ It was 
shown that all the arrests had been instigat- 
ed by constables who were after fees. The 
constables had sent boys into the stores 
to purchase the cigarets. The constables 
then followed with warrants. If the dealers 
refused to settle out of court the constables 
got their fees after the costs of the Justice’ 


court had been imposed.” 


Justice Holt on the Situation. ! 
Judge Holt, who, with Judge Carter, has 
been active in seeking a revision of the law 
lati constables, said: 
the constables pay absolutely | 
no attention to the restrictions placed upon 
them by the law. They have increased their 
lawful fees from 100 to 300 per cent. As 
their interest ts in getting the most mohey 
out of any case they handle, they do not 
hesitate to drop prosecution when a ‘tip’ 
greater than the possible fees is given them, 
and often they use extra efforts to secure 
prosecution when increased inducement ts. 
offered. Complaints of this kind are brought 
before Judge Carter every day. A consta- 
ble is also authorized to collect debts and 
to levy on personal property when so ordered 
by court, Abuse of this authority is often 
practiced by constables, who threaten to 
levy on household property without war- 
rant, and in that way induce poor people 
to give up money which they cannot spare.” 

The defense of the constables is that the 
fees allowed them by the statutes are not 
sufficient. A number of the constables ad-. 
mitted that an increase in the scale of fees 
had been agreed upon and that the law was 
ignored in this respect. John U. Small, a 
constable claiming to be “ officed”’ at Jus- 
tice Bradwell’s court, said: 

*“ We would starve to death if we took 
only the fees allowed by law. Most of the 
constables have entered into an agreement 
to demand fees from §1 to $2 in advance of 
the lawful fees.”

MAY BE FORCED TO RETIRE. 


While Civil Service Commissioner John W. 
Ludwig was commending Max Weber yes- 
terday for striking Miss Anna Knabjohann 
and was condemning President Lindblom 
for defending her, Charles Dunham, her 
brother-in-law, thrashed the money lender. 
He entered the City Loan Bank at 131 
Clark street and pummeled Weber until he 
doubled up dover his showcase. Dunham 
afterwards was arrested for assault. 

Commissioner Ludwig's frank statement 
of his attitude has led to disruption in the 
Civil Service commission. President Lind- 
blom and Commissioner Ela resented the 
utterances of their colleague. They attempt- 
ed to exp to him that his criticism was 
not warranted by the facts. His statements 
may lead to his retirement. On the occasion 
of a former dispute President Lindblom noti- 
fied Mayor Harrison that either he or Com- 
miissioner Ludwig would have to leave the 
commission. The Mayor, however, smoothed 
that difficulty over, 


Ludwig Pugilistically Inclined. 

Commissioner Ludwig's statements were 
brought before the commission informally 
in the afternoon. He and President Lind- 
Biom argued the matter while Commissioner 
Bla endeavored to hush them. 

“I say again,”’ said Mr. Ludwig, “ that if 
you had brought that young woman into 
my office and had attempted to pry into my 
private affairs I should have done just what 
Max Weber did. I should not have waited 
for you to get to the door. You would have 
gone through the window, sash and all.”’ 

“*I went over there because the commis- 
sion authorized me to,” said Mr. Lindblom. 
“ You did not object at the time. You said 
nothing against it until Ireturned.” 

‘*I told you then that you had no right 
there,”’ replied the commissioner, ; 

Dunham Thrashes Weber. | 

At the time that the commission was con- 
sidering the right of the money lender to 
defend his office by striking a girl, Charles 
Dunham went into Weber’s shop in Clark 
street to square accounts without waiting 
for the process of law. He is a railroad 
man and had been out of the city. When 
he returned he started to find Weber. Wien 
he entered the City Loan Bank he was asked 
who he wished to see. f eI 

“I should like to see Max Weber,” he 
answered. The money lender, a man of 
slight build, who wears colored glasses, re- 
plied that he was Weber. The next moment 
he was doubled up over his showcase. The 
clerks rushed to his. assistance. Dunham 
waited until a policéman arrived and sub- 
mitted to arrest. He was taken to the Har- 
rison Street Station and soon released on 
ball. 

Go Before Judge Dunne. 
The attorneys in the investigation carried 
the case before Judge Dunne in the after- 
noon to secure a hearing upon the subpeena 
for the books of the Chicago Credit com- 
pany, which are expected to show pay- 
ments by policemen for advance copies of 
civil service examination questions. As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Fyffe desired 
that the court issue an attachment to bring 
Weber and Kanter into court to show why 
they should not be punished for contenipt. 
Upon the representations of Attorney Mor- 
itz Rosenthal it was decided to set the hear- 
ing on the subpcwna for tomorrow morning 
at 9:30 o'clock. Attorney Rosenthal con- 
tends that a “ pretty question of law ” is in- 
volved.

MR. BRYAN MAY ASWELL ACCUSTOM HIMSELF TO THOSE 


RUSHES 


RICH MAN’S GUARDIANS BLOCK 
CHICAGO OFFICER IN PARIS. 


Detective W. J. Sutherland Readhes the 
French Capital to Find That Moses 
Fowler Chase of Lafayette Has 
Eluded Him—Disappearance Recalls 
an Exciting Drama eof Abduction 
Which Has International Interest— 
Chase Over the Continent. 


Manager W. J. Sutherland of the Mooney 
& Boland Detective agency was expected to 
return at once to his Chicago office to take 
charge of the Defenbach case, but he wired 
from Paris yesterday to President Boland 
that he could not come until later; that the 
work he undertook in Europe is incomplete. 

Mr. Sutherland is held in Paris by his 
search for Moses Fowler Chase of Lafayette, 
Ind., and that wealthy young man on Friday 
was spirited away from a French insane 
asylum barely in time to escape passing into 
the custody of the detective. The escape 
complicates the work which took Manager 
Sutherland to Europe and adds another 
scene to a family drama which has held the 
stage on two continents for more than a year. 

Moses Fowler Chage is the son of Frederick 
Chase, a Lafayette lawyer. In 18098, while 
playing golf at Yale, where he was.astudent, 
young Chase was sunstruck, @ severe fliness 
succeeding. Since that timé he hae been lost 
and found hae been mentally dead and 
alive again. He.has been locked up, guard- 
ed, abducted, freed, and abducted again. 


Becomes Heir to $1,000,000. 

Fifteen years ago Moses’ mother died. 
Upon her death bed she asked her sister, 
Mrs. Charles Duhme of ‘Cincinnati, to be a 
mother to her son.. Moses passed a large 
part of his time with his aunt and her hus- 
band. When the boy's grandfather, Morton 
Fowler, died, he received his mother’s share 
of the estate of $1,000,000. His father was 
his legal guardian. After Moses had been 
sunstruck at Yale he showed symptoms of 
mental trouble. His father removed him to 
a private sanitarium in Flint, Mich. While 
there the boy became of age, and, if sane, he 


wise his father would remain his guardian. 
Dr. Niles of the Flint institution declared 
Moses to be incompetent mentally to care for 
his affairs, and his father started with the 
boy for Lafayette to have the courts pass on 
his son's condition» At Detroit father and 


there one Sunday night’ in June, 1899. 

The father left his son alone in his room for 
a few moments. A heavily veiled woman 
appeared in the hallway and elipped into 
the apartment. It was Moses’ aunt, Mrs. 
Duhme. She had a few words with her 
nephew, who left the hotel with her by.a 
side door. On the street two men appeared 
who hustled the young man Into a carriage. 
Mrs. Duhme followed, and the four were 
driven to a steamboat pier and left that night 
for Cleveland, and in another day were in 
New York. . 


Barricaded in New York Hotel. 

Frederick Chase swore out warrants for 
the arrest of Mr. and Mrs. Duhme for ab- 
duction. They had claimed that Moses was 
of sound mind and, being of age, had a 
right to care for his property. They charged 
that Chase senior was desirous simply of 
having his son declared insane, so as to 
hang on to the property. When the Duhmes 
and their charge reached New York they 
went to the Walderf-Astoria. 

The whole party was kept under surveil- 
lance by the New York police. Mrs. Duhme 
planned a stroke... She took her nephew to 
Police Captain McClusky, entered his office 
without announcement, pointed to young 
Chase, and said: “ Is he crazy?’ 

The Captain said: “ Not a bit.” 

When he was asked how he could have 
decided so quickly he said that a telegram 
in his pocket saying that Governor Pingree 
of Michigan had refused to issue requisition 
papers for the Duhmes and their charge had 
helped his decision wonderfully. 


Jury Declares Him Sane. 

Moses and his relatives left for Maine, 
followed by detectives and attorneys. Once 
on the way the young man was lost, but 
turned up again as mysteriously as he 
dropped out of sight. Frederick Chase 
made repeated efforts to regain control of 
his son, and the matter finally resolved 
itself into a trial of the boy before a Lafay- 
ette court to determine his mental] condi- 
tion.

CHANCE MEETING PREVENTS CON- 
| NIE WHITEHEAD’S SUICIDE. 


Despondency Over Love Affair Induces 


solve to Swallow Carbolic Acid, but 
She Confides Her Purpose to Robert 
E. MeComas, Who Has Her Cared For 

- by the Police and Then Taken Home 
—Girl Regrets Failure. 


The chance meeting with a friend whom 
she had not seen in three years was the 
means of preventing Miss Connie Whitehead 
from committing suicide yesterday after- 
noon. Miss Whitehead is the 20-year-old 
daughter of Thomas M. Whitehead of Mor- 
gan Park. Despondency over a love affair 
was the cause of the girl's resolution to 
take her life. 

Miss Whitehead came to the city yester- 
day morning with her mind fully made up to 
take poison before the day was over. She 
purchased a bottle of carbolic acid, and then 
set out for a walk along the lake shore in the 
direction of Lincoln Park. It was her plan 
. to go to a hotel later and drink the poison, 
but first she wished to take a last look at the 
life about her which she was to quit forever. 
At Randolph and: State streets she was 
startled from her reverie by the sound of 
her own name spoken at her side, and turn- 
/ing she beheld an old acquaintance, Robert 
E. McComas, a clerk for the Illinois Central 
railway.*

mot met for the last three years. Miss 
Whitehead told Mr. McComasof her trouble 
and of her Intention to commit suicide be- 
fore night. The young man attempted to

Regrets She- Failed in Plan. 

“I am sorry I did not kill myself when I 
first bought the poison,” were her parting 
words to the matron. 

“I met Miss Whitehead several years 
ago,”’ said Mr. McComas last night at his 
home, 241 Oakwood boulevard, “ but I had 
not seen her recently till today. I did not 
believe at first that she intended to commit 
suicide, but later I was convinced that he- 
roic measures would be necessary to save 
her life. That is why I had her taken to 
the police station.’’ 


ROBERT JOHNSON, NINE 
YEARS OLD, KILLED BY

Bloomingdale Road and Is Crushed 
Under the Wheels—W. W. Goerner

Following the deaths of Harry Deal, who

The large growth that has come to 
the West Side is the direct result of the 
improved carrier service. + 

The great prairies of the western portion 
of the city enabled the builders of homes 


stead of the cramped ‘arrangements that 
exist farther dowp-town the - buildings 
stand far apart. In the plans for the newer 


part the, surveyors saw the possibilities of 
wide and inviting boulevards and a better 
system of parks. These long, well-kept 
avenues, paved and clean, are one of the 
most attractive features of that part of the 
city. Douglas Park boulevard and Hum- 
boldt boulevard are two of the most beau- 
tiful avenues in Chicago. 

The Metropolitan system consists of a 
main line and four branches. This in- 
cludes thirty-three miles of track and thir- 
ty-nine stations. In a short time, it is 
expected, work will begin on the extension 
of the Douglas Park branch so that the 
Lawndale region will be reached.

Buyers Seek 

TIEN TSIN, Sept. 7.—[{Correspend- 
ence.}—Lured by the prospect 
bargain and loot, large numbers of buyers 
are reaching Pekin and Tien Tain from 
Shanghai and other cities in the South. 

Most of them are acting under cable in- 
structions from dealers in America and Eu- 
rope, the most exaggerated reports hav- 
ing been spread of the value of the plunder 
taken in the sacking of these two North of 
China cities, It.is, of course, impossible 
even to approximate the total value of thé 
loot secured by the thieves. For the great- 
er part of it there is no standard of value, 
its chief worth lying in the fact that it is 
loot, and as a souvenir of the Chinese trouble 
it is given a fiatitious price. 

It is safe to predict, however, that Eu- 
rope and America will be flooded with curios : 
and relics which have never seen either 
Pekin or Tien Tsin. There is teday any 
quantity of stuff for sale, but practically 
all of it could be bought in any curio or 
Oriental shop at home. 

In every by-street and in the environs of 
the camps, soldiers of all the powers aorner 
in little groups, bartering the-spolis of 
war. It is all done quietly and is apparent- 
ly winked at by -thoge in authority. 

These little extemporized bazaars are ex- 
tremely picturesque., Japanese, Americans, 
Frenchmen, Russians, soldiers of every 
flag, gather in eager groups, while civilian 
traders and curio-seekers haggle with them 
over prices in true Oriental : fashion. 

e Only Bargains Are in Furs. , 

By far the greater portion of the stuff is 
practically worthless, except, as has been 
said, for its value as relics. There are and 
have been few real bargains, and these have 
been in furs. To the American eye they 
have proven the most attractive, and some 
exceedingly handsome fur robes have been 
secured at low prices. Persian lanib and 
mink,’ as the dressed hide of the unshorn 
lamb is termed locally, are probably the 
most valuable of the furs of this region, while 
some sable and a little ermine has found its 
way into the hands of those earliest on the 
scene. 

As a rule the robes sold openly are lamb’s 
wool, beautifully dressed catskins, rabbit 
and Mongolian goat hides. A piece in really 
first-class condition is rare. Most of the 
robes have been worn or have suffered in 
the sieges by exposure to water and fire. 

There is a curious absence of bronzes or 
porcelain. One has a hard hunt to find a 
bit of either, and then it is usuaily of an 
inferior grade. The explanation is found in 
the fact that the common soldier ig not 
usually a connoisseur in art, and many dingy 
vases of rare value and bits of priceless 
bronze probably lie crushed and shattered 
under the shall torn walis of the native city 
here and of Pekin. It was the gaudy that 
caught the eye of the plunderer, particularly 
Sikhs and Cossacks, and tinsel ornaments

House of Commons. These warrants are 
sent to the returning officer of the various 
Parliamentary districts—an official whose 
duties resemble those of the chairman of 
Election Commissioners in Chicago. It then 
rests with this official to name the day on 
which nominations are to be made and on 
which polling is to take place. 


How Nominations Are Made. 
Nominations for seats in Parliament are 
made in a fashion which would take the 
breath Df the wire-pullers of an American 
political convention. The local clubs of each 
political party usually canvass a few names 
among themselves and then decide upon one, 
whom they ask to contest the constituency 
as their candidate. oe 
As often as not the central association in 
London will suggest a name to the local 


name so suggested is not accepted, especially 
as it implies financial! support from the cen- 
tral organization for the work of the cam- 
It is not necessary for the nominee to be a 
resident of the district for which he is run- 
ning. He may in fact never have seen the 
place, nor even put in an appearance 
throughout thé campaign, as happened dur- 
ing the last year, when officers in south 
Africa were elected members of Parliament. 
Another singular feature of an English 
Parliamentary election is that the candidates 
must between them pay all the official ex- 
penses, cost of’ polling booths, etc. Nor is 
this a supposition merely. Except in cases 
of labor candidates and a few of the Irish 
members—for whom funds are raised—the 


dates themselves. 

A sworn itemized statement of every penny 
and its source must be lodged with the re- 
turning officer before the member can be 
safely elected. A most frequent ground of 
contest has been the discovery of errors in 
this financial statement. Hence, if a member 
wants to stay elected, he has to be careful 
of his figures. | 
Before accepting a nomination the candi- 
date must file a bond to prove that he has 
sufficient wherewithal to pay the piper when 
the election is over. In most cases the sum 
of $2,500 is considered necessary to cover 
a candidate’s expenses. For this reason poor 
men seldom appear in Parliament. 

Official nominations are made about two 
weeks after the warrant reaches the return- 
ing officer. Any two citizens-can nominate 
a candidate. And it frequently happens that 
the number of nominations are altogether 
out of proportion to the actual number of 
candidates. Thus John Smith, Conservative, 
may be opposed to Edward Jones, Liberal. 
On nomination day the Liberals proceed to 
nominate two or three John Smiths, while 
the Tories retaliate with as many Edward 
Joneses. All this of course is to confuse the 
illiterate voter, who invariably belongs to 
the other side.” 


, Methods of Campaigning. 
The method of campaigning is much the 
same as in America. Meetings are held, 
spelibinders are. worked day and night, and 
circulars and cards are sent out by the 
} million. But there are no parades, no bahds, 
no committee-rooms in saloons, no treating 
to drinks and “tin-cint segars,’’ nor are 
the candidates allowed to hire conveyances 
to transport yoters to the polls. They can 
borrow as many as they please from their 
friends, but they must not spend money for 
them. Several of the more wealthy candi- 
dates haetn to use their qwn automobiles 
in the coming election. 

I attended one political meeting in a close- 
ly contested district last night. I am told 
that it is a fair sample. The meeting was 
held in the town hall at Battersea, a few 
miles out of London. John Burns, the labor 
leader, owns the district body and soul. 
The meeting was held in the interests of the 
Conservative candidate, 4 wealthy brewer 
by the name of Richard Garton. The meet- 
ting was timed for 8:30. At 7 the doors were 
thrown open, and within ten minutes fully 
2,000 men and boys surged into the hall. 
Then the doors were closed, and police 
prevented further entrance being forced. 
The crowd looked orderly enough, once they 
were seated and packed into the aisles, but 
those who the district claimed to scent 
trouble. It w this suspicion that caused 
the managers to seat the reporters on the 
platform. At a previous meeting they dis- 
covered that the “ opposition "’ made use of 
the reporters’ tables to rush the platform. 
The platform contained some fifty seats. 
Of these the newspaper men occupied about 
twenty and the women a dozen. Whenever 
thefe is danger of a meeting being broken up 
the English campaign manager invariably 
secures as many women as possible to adorn 
the stage—for protection. _ 

The audience was not what might be called 
an intelligent one, nor was it the contrary. 
The men and boys were for the most part 
well dressed, but all plainly showed the 
marks of daily toil and lack of education. 
It would average, however, much better 
than a First Ward meeting in Chicago, so 
far as looks go. | |

Mr. Wyndham had received his first polit- 
ical training at Battersea, and he knew what 
he was up against. He managed at the start 
to make every third word heard. Later he 
increased his average ta every seoond word, 
and finally succeeded in quieting the house 
sufficiently to give them a little palaver. 
Honeyed words maintained a comparative 
calm for about five minutes. Then, beliey- 
ing he had his audience tamed, the speaker 
launched out into a serious argument. He 


and then a tempest could not have been 
heard.

» the meeting was over. Pandemonium had 


broken loose. The mob scrambled pell mell 
upon the stage, and the speakers and the 
women were ushered to the street by the 
police. 

Of course, incidents such as these are in 
the minority, taking the British campaign 
entire, but, if the newspaper reports are to 
be believed, broken-up meetings are the reg- 
ular order in most of the closely contested 
districts. | 

When Election Day Comes. 

The actual work of election day is pretty 
much the same here as in America, with the 
bitter personalities left out. Judges and 
clerks of election in England seem to take 
it as a matter of course that the other fé!- 
lows, having sworn to do their duty, will do 
it. The consequence is an almost complete 
absence of rowdyism at the polls. The vot- 
ing is, of course, by ballot, a modified form 


Though the pollings are held in different 
parts of the country on different days, ten 
days to two weeks being required for all 
the votes to be gast, a fair idea of the gen- 
eral result can be ascertained in the first 
two days of election. Still, it has often 
happened that where the borough members 
have been largely of one political color, the 
county members, whose elections come 
trailing along later, are sufficiently of the 
opposite party to change the first notion of 
what the government will be. There is, 
however, little danger of that in this elec-

GERMAN VOTERS 


Explains His Position Favor- 
ing Bryan by Attack on 
McKinley’s Policy. 


IN CENTRAL MUSIC HALL. 


Audience of 1,500 Dwindles to 
5600, Many Not Understand- 
ing the Language. 


ALD. GOLDZIER PRESIDES. 


*' Colonel William Vocke told an audience in 
Central Music Hall last evening his reasons 
for leaving the Republican party and sup- 
porting the candidacy of William J. Bryan. 
His epeech occcupied two hours and was al- 
most entirely an attack on the position of 
President McKinley in regard to the Philip- 
pines and an assertion that imperialism” 
Was repugnant to the traditions of the re- 
public. 

At the start the meetin= was a large one, 
Sithough by no means taxing the capacity of 
the building. The 1,250 seats in the parquet 
and dress circle were filled and there were 
‘probably 250 more people in the baicony. The 
gallery was not opened. 

Alderman Goldzier, who presided, called 
the gathering to order in a minute and a 
half speech in German, in which he spoke of 
German Republicans who would vote for 
Bryan this year, and provoked considerable 
applause when he mentioned the name of 
Carl Schurz. Then he eulogized Colonel 
Vocke as a Republican who had learned his 
Republicanism at the feet of Lincoln and in- 
troduced him as the speaker of the evening. 

When Colonel Vocke began speaking, also 


i+ in German, there was a perceptible move- 


ment throughout the house. While a majori- 
ty of his auditors undoubtedly were Ger- 
mans, still a fair proportion were Irish who 
had been attracted to the meeting by the ad- 
vertisement that Kickham Scanian also was 
to speak, and they had not expected a meet- 
ihe conducted entirely in the German lan- 


guage. 

“Talk English,”’ yelled a voice in the rear 
of the hall, but Colonel Vocke went on with 
his prepared address, and almost immediate- 
ly the people who could not understand Ger- 
man began leavihg the hall. They went out 
by groups and inside of twenty minutes 500 
had left the hall. The 1,000 who remained 

-were not all Germans, evidently, and they 
érifted out afterwards singly or one or two at 
a time, so that when Colonel Vocke was 
throtigh it is doubtful if there were 800 au- 
ditors left in the hall. 


: Speech Well Received. 
The speech itself was well received by 


those who listened to it. Colonel Vocke was |. 


frequentiy interrupted with generous ap- 
plause and his audience was at all times ar 
attentive one. When he was through Al- 
Werman Goldzier made a few additional! re- 
marks and the meeting adjourned. 

Colonel Vocke devoted a great part of his 
gpeech to the conditions in the Philippines 
mot only before the capture of Manila by 
Dewey but to the happenings in the islands 
mfterwards. ~ He took the ground that 
Aguinaldo had been encouraged to rebel 
against Spain the last time by the Amer- 
iéan represéntatives in the East and had 
been promised recognition as the head of an 
independent Filipino government. 

He made the argument that, had faith 
been kept with Aguinaldo, there would have 
been mo occupation of the islands by the 
inited States, but that the independence of 
the Aguinaido faction would have been rec- 
Denized by America. 

The action of the government of the 
Tnited States afterwards, the speaker as- 
serted, was in bad faith and had been dic- 
tated by a desire to begin a plan of coloniza- 
tion and establish an empire instead of a 
Tepublic. This “‘imperialism,’’ he declared, 
Rad been styled rightly by the Kansas City 
piatform the paramount issue in this cam- 
paign, and on account of it he and other 
German Republicans were supporting the 
Democratic candidates. 

ahe speaker also mentioned the larger 
army which had been rendered necessary by 
the Occupation of the Philippines, and de- 
eiared that in it was a danger that at no dis- 
tant day militarism in the United States 
might assume the importance it had in Eu- 
rope, and the foreign-born citizens of this 
country might be bowed down with the 
burdens which many of them had left their 
former homes to escape. 


Refers to Boer War. 


He also referred at length to the recent 
war in south Africa and compared the Boers, 
who were there fighting to preserve their lib- 
erties, with the Filipinos, who are now fight- 
ing in the Island of Luzon. Colonel Vocke 
began his speech as follows: 

“My German Countrymen: We have known 
each other for many years and you un- 
GQoubtedly are aware of the fact that during 
the forty-five years I have lived in this city 
7 always have taken an active interest in the 

m of the political questions of the 
Gay. You all know me as an old Republican, 
and at first it probably will surprise you to 
find me in this place.: Many of my most 
esteemed friends among the Republicans 
have upbraided me seriously for not follow- 
ing my old party in thiscampaign. That has 
Caused me a great deal of worry, for one 
does not like to lose old friends with whom 
one has associated for many years, and 
Seeercenpect is highly appreciated by every 

n. 

“But mah has higher duties than the con- 
sideration which he owes to his friends. 
Where the interests of the country are con- 
cerned it is the duty of every man to hold 
serious counsel with himself so that he may 
justify his actions not only before the judg- 
ment of every intelligent man, but also be- 
fore the highest tribunal. The demands of 
@uty and conscience should be the sole 
guides of his actions, and if he follows their 
commands he will find consolation in the 
proverb: ‘He who cannot bear to have 
enemies is not worth having friends.’ The 
situation is serious, and every good citizen 
must take sides on questions which are now 
before the country.” 

Annexation of Philippines. 

The speaker then referred to the fact that 
the United States government, as a conse- 
quence of the recent war with Spain, had 
taken possession of the Philippine Islands. 
He said that the present campaign was of 
particuiar interest on account of that an- 
nexation. He continued: 

" The question is not merely whether by 
the annexation of the Philippine Islands 
militarism and imperialism are fostered and 
our free institutions endangered, but, in the 
first place, whether the manner in which 
we are attempting to take possession of 
those islands is justified. Ever since Feb. 
4 1899, the Philippines war between our 
troops and the so-called rebels under Aguin- 
aldo has been In progress. Our government 
has been compelled to send an army 
of 65,000 men to those islands, which, it 
geems, is constantly fighting the insurgents. 
According to reliable neg more than 
$0,000 Filipinos have been killed, and on 
our side not less than 10,000 men have been 
killed in battle or have died from disease. 

“Without considering complicated ques- 
tions of constitutionality we will consider 
merely the naked facts taken from the offi- 
cial of the government submitted to 
the Senate of the United States in January, 


The speaker briefly referred to the causes 
that led to the war with Spain, and quoted 
from the message of President McKiniey 
his formal declaration that no annexation 
of Cuba was intended. He referred to the 
declaration of war, which disclaimed every 
intention of exercising rights of sovereignty 
or judicial contro] in Cuba, with the excep- 
tion of such measures as were necessary for 
the preservation of peace and order on the 
jsiand. He emphasized the fact that the 
government had expressed its firm deter- 
siination to turn the control of the island 


over to the people. 
Celonel Vocke then referred to the condi- 
Philippine Islands 


tiers existing on the 


stroyed the Spanish fieet at Manila EB. Spen- 
cer Pratt, the American Consul at Singapore, 
had made the agreement with Aguinaldo 
that our fleet should act jointly with him 
in his operations against the Spaniards. 

** Misied by these assurances,”’ the speaker 
said, ‘‘ the leaders of the Filipinos in Hong- 
kong issued a proclamation to theif people 
to give a friendly reception to our warships 
7 were ready then to proceed to Ma- 

Shortly after the news of Dewey's victory 
had reached the United States, said the 
speaker, the jingo press of the entire coun- 
try demanded that the government retain 
the Philippine Islands. The large papers 
favorable to the Presiderit and the Re- 
publican party were the loudest in their de- 
mands, and in a few weeks all assurances 
that the war had been undertaken merely to 
free an oppressed people were forgotten. 

The annexationists began to figure out 
of what value the n of the Philip- 
pine Islands would be to this country, how 
enormous the mineral wealth of their moun- 
tains, how great the fertility of their valleys, 
and how favorable the position of the islands 
for commanding the trade with Asia. They 
also spoke of the high mission of the United 
States to bear the gospel of freedom and 
humanity to the world, and the President 
hithself expressed this idea in some of his 
speeches by saying “the hand of God has 
intrusted the Philippine Islands to us, a 
trust not sought by us.” , 

The speaker gave a review of the situation 
existing on the islands at the time when 
General Merritt arrived there with the pos- 
itive instructions to take possession of them 
and establish thereon a military govern-. 
ment. He quoted official documents to show 
that originally Aguinaldo had been led to be- 
Neve the United States government did not 
intend an acquisition of territory, but merely 
desired, with the assistance of the Filipinos, 
to drive the Spaniards out of the country. 
He said that as long as the assistance of 
Aguinaldo and his followers was needed in 
the operations against the Spaniards neither 
Dewey nor any of the other leaders or rep- 
resentatives ever indicated that the United 
States intended to retain possession of the 
islands. He quoted extensively from Consul 
Wildman’s letter of June 25, referring to the 
proceedings before the peace commission 
in Paris to show that the Filipinos had been 
of great assistance to the American troops. 


Says Promises Were Broken. 

Colonel Vocke referred to-the “ benevolent 
assimilation ” order of President McKinley. 
which was issued six wéeks before the treaty 
with Spain was ratified. by. the Senate, and 
accused the President of violating the prom- 
ises made at the beginning of the war. He 
said that the desire to take possesison of the 
Philippine Islands was prompted by greed for. 
the enormous. weaith of the natural re- 
sources of the islands and by the important 
position that they occupied in the East. He 
asserted that Aguinaldo and his followers 
were fully capable of governing themselves— 


—— 


. far more capable, in fact, than the Cubans— 


and he referred to the testimony of Admiral 
Dewey and other American officers. 

He then gave a short history of the events 
of Feb. 4, 1809, that led to the war between 
the American troops and the Filipinos. 

“As long as the services of Aguinaldo were 
required against the Spaniards he was 
praised by the entire Republican press of the 
country as a great hero,” said the speaker; 
“ but now he Is villified as the representative 
of everything that is bad and despicabie. 
Even the foolish story invented by the Span- 
iards a few years ago that he had accepted 
a bribe’ from them—a story that has been 
proved a lie by Senate document No. 62—is 
now taken up again, and the Republican 
candidate for the Vice Presidency does not 
consider it below his dignity to repeat it.” 

The speaker then considered the argu- 
ments that have been presented against the 
withdrawal of the American troops from 
Manila, and asserted that the war with the 
Filipinos easily could have been avoided if 
the American government had kept its word. 
He said that the President had not only 
violated ‘faith with the Filipinos, but also 
with men belonging to his own party who 
had firmly believed in his original declara- 
tion that the war was not undertaken for 
territorial acquisition. Even at the time 
when the negotiations with regard to the 
Philippine Islands were conducted it was ex- 
pected in the Senate by many of the Repub- 
licans that the President would set the mat- 
ter right and induce Congress to grant inde- 
pendence to the Filipinos. The fact that 
he did mot dd so the support of 
many. 

The speaker then asserted that President 
Mckinley did not act from his own initia- 
tive, but was influenced by men who had 
corrupted his judgment by false and unscru- 
pulous representations. 


Attitude of the German Press. 

Colonel Vocke referred to the attitude of 
the press of Germany during the war with 
Spain and said that the criticisms contained 
in those papers were used as a pretext by 
the yellow press of this couhtry for the most 
vulgar attacks against the German people 
and government. He charged the English 
news agencies with originating most of the 
stories, evidently with the intention of dis- 
turbing the friendly relations between Ger- 
many and the United States. He expressed 
the belief that those efforts on the part of 
the English were made for selfish reasons 
and with the intention of ultimately bringing 
about war between the two countries. 

The reports about the affair between Dewey 
and Von Diederichs and the events in Samoa, 
the speaker said, were merely part of that 
scheme. He censured the government for 
not having disavowed the slanders and for 
favoring closer relations with England. 

‘““Mr. Chamberlain, the British Colonial 
Secretary,” said Mr. Vocke, “ visited the 
United States in May, 1898, and in one of his 
speeches said that even a war would be a 
low price if the Stars and Stripes, jointly 
with the ‘Union Jack, could fly to the breeze 
over an English-American alliance. Of what 
war could that avaricious and bloodthirsty 
man have thought? Surely not one against 
the Boers, and surely not against any other 
European power than Germany. 

“ The jingo press of the whole country re- 
peated his remarks with enthusiasm and 
praised them as an auspicious sign of the 
times and as one of the most beneficial con- 
sequences of the war with Spain. For, they 
said, the United States isin exactly the same 
position as England. The despotically gov- 
erned nations of Europe hate free America, 
just as they hate free and civilized England. 
On the part of McKinley’s administration 
nothing was done to oppose this sentiment. 
On the contrary, the most influential sup- 
porters of the government did their best to 
foster it. Men like General Woodford, 
Chauncey M: Depew, and athers tried to im- 
press upon the minds of thé people that Eng- 
land’s friendship was really unselfish and 
that the continental powers were really in 
league against England and the United 
States."’ 

“English dignitaries like Chamberlain 
and the Dukes of Westminster and Suther- 
land,” continued Mr. Vocke, “‘ tried to make 
our people believe that an alliance with 
England was of the greatest importance 
for the protection of America. Colonel John 
Hay, in a speech at the Mansion House ban- 
quet, expressed similar sentiments." 


Quarrel Over Samoa, 

The speaker briefly referred to the ex- 
citement caused by the reports of a quarrel 
between the representatives of the treaty 
powers in Samoa and said that the possibil- 
ity of a war with Germany was seriously 
considered in this country. He quoted from 
an interview with Congressman Hull of 
Iowa on the situation in Samoa. Mr. Hull 
was reported to have said: “If Germany 
should continue in its present course war is 
‘probable. I do net believe that this admin- 
istration will permit Germany to dictate to 
our government, as Germany evidently at- 
tempts at present.”” Mr. Vocke continued: 

“ Hull is a Republican Congressman and 
is the chairman of the important Committec 
on Military Affairs. For that reason he must 
be considered one of the leaders of the Re- 
publican party. He had visited the Presi- 
dent, and there is every reason to believe 
that Hull had talked with the President 
about the Samoan difficulty, with particular 
reference to military measures that might 
become necessary in case of hostilities with 
-Germany. He just came from the White 
House when he met the reporter. Is it un- 
fair to assume that his remarks were in- 
fluenced by his conversation with the Presi- 
dent and reflected the views of the latter? 
It is reasonable to assume that the President 
had informed Mr. Hult of the correspondence 
between the American and German govern- 
ments regarding the Samoan matter. Among 
other things Mr. Hull said to the reporter: 
* Should it come to war I do not believe that 
all of the nations of Europe would rise 
against Great Britain and the United States 
or would be willing to do so.’ Mr. Hull 
eyidenily was fully convinced of the ex- 
istence of an agreement between England 
and the United States. Is it unfair under 
those circumstances to assume that he had 


at 4 spoken with the President of the secret un- 


derstanding with England while weighing 
chances against ‘the mutual enemy?’ 


Speech of Secretary Boot. 

The speaker remarked that the correctness 
of that interview had never been denied, and 
asserted that the administration papers had 
stirred up hatred against Germany and ad- 
vocated war against that country. He con- 
tinued: 

“ Only a few months ago Secretary of War 
Root, in a public speech, said that the in- 
crease of the army and navy wag necessary, 
principally for the reason that the Monroe 
doctrine was’ endangered by Europeans in 
Brazil. The entire press of the country unani- 
mously pointed to Germany as the only 
power that could have been meant and the 
anglomaniacs were in great glee. I admit 
that it is the right and duty of a statesman 
to warn his people, if, after careful con- 
sideration, he has come to the conclusion 
that even the slightest danger threatens the 
interests of his people. For that reason I 
do not wish to criticise Mr. Root’s action, 
but the fact that his remarks were made 
the subject of severe strictures against Ger- 
many inthe open session of the Senate by 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, one 
of the worst vilifiers of the German nation, 
makes me suspect that another unnecessary 
attack was intended.”’ 

Colonel Vocke criticised Senator Lodge 
and quoted at length from articles written 
by him showing his strong opposition to 
Germany and his friendship for England. 
He also said that Senator Lodge was one 
of President McKinley's most intimate coun- 
selors. and the sentiments of the Senator 
undoubtedly had great influence upon Mr. 
McKinley. The speaker gave 4 review of 
the facts in corinection with the Dewey-Von 
Diederichs affair’as they appeared from an 
interview that Baron von Schieinitz, = 
editor of the Milwaukee Germania, had wit 
President McKinley, and asserted that they 
proved the former statements of ge om 
Lodge to be nothing but malicious fa 


hoods.

“What object cant

land than to induce our government to enter 
into a conspiracy with Englaifnd against other 
nations? Is there any one who doubts that 
President McKinley’s colonial policy is any- 
thing but a disgraceful imitation of British 
freebooters’ policies? Was it not England 
which led the United States into the attempt 
to subjugate the Philippine Islands? 

“The gentlemen in Washington, however, 
have overlooked the fact that the freeboot- 
ers’ policy will not be so profitable in the 
future as it has been in the past. The spirit 
of independence and of national unity has 
taken hold of the brown man as it did not 
long ago of the white. Less than 100 years 
ago our German fatherland was divided into 
a number of powerless countries and a for- 
eign invader found it easy to subjugate them. 
The full awakening of the German spirit of 
unity did not take place until later. Ina 
similar manner the spirit of independence 
among the Filipinos will gain strength in 
their endeavor to establish their own inde- 
pendence, and a day will come when the 
American people will be ashamed of the fact 
that they ever attempted to take possession 
of those islands in the faraway Pacific. 


England Worried About Canada. 

“Why did England lead us into that dis- 
graceful adventure. North of the United 
States there is an English territory, the 
peaceful annexation of which seems to lie 
in the natural course of development and 
would mean a perfectly normal expansion. 
In the past there have been many questions 
at issue between the United States and 
England, and a recurrence of such compli- 
cations In the future is not impossible. If 
we confine ourselves to possessions on the 
American continent we would find it com- 
paratively easy in case of a war with any 
other power to defend ourselves or to at- 
tack the enemy, but if we acquire distant 
possessions we shall Be compelled to divide 
our strength and to offer points of attack 
to our enemies. It weuld be extremely diffi- 
eult for us to defend the Philippine Islands 
against an English fleet. It would also 
make it much easier for England to defend 
its possessions in Canada. It was for that 
reason that perfidious Albion encouraged 
us to subjugate the Philippine Islands.”’ 

The speaker accused Secretary of State 
Hay of having sacrificed the interests of 
this country in favor of England in connec- 
tion with the treaty regarding the Nicaragua 
Canal, the frontier regulations in Alaska, 
and in other instances, and continued: 

“ After all I have said I boldly assert that 
peculiar relations exist between the admin-. 
istration of President McKinley and the 


English government, relations that shun the 


light of day. In September last Secretary 
of State Hay positively denied in a letter 
to the chairman of the Republican commit- 
tee of Ohio that there was an alliance, as 
alleged, in existence. Of course, there was 
no alliance based 6n a formal treaty, but 
the foreign policy of our administration 
justifies the belief that there is a secret un- 
derstanding between our government and 
Great Britain, from which the English gov- 
ernment alone derives any benefit.” 


Attitude Toward the Boers. 


The speaker denied that the appointment 
of Andrew White, a true friend of the Ger- 
man people, to the Ambassadorship in Ber- 
lin disproved the hostile attitude of the 
President towards Germany. He then took 
up the attitude of the administration toward 
the Boers, and gave a short review of the 
events that led to that war. ' 

“ What did our government do?” asked 
Mr. Vocke. ‘“* The Republican Congress re- 
mained deaf to the voice of the peaple ad- 
monishing him to think of his duty and to do 
homage to the high tdeals that, up to Presi- 
dent McKinley's administration, had been 
the choicest ornament of the Amreican peo- 
ple. In the Senate resolutions of sympathy 
were offered and discussed on several occa- 
sions, but every time they were put aside 
under some pretext until they finally found 
a resting place in the waste basket.’’ 

Mr. Vocke then reviewed the correspond- 
ence in connection with the offer of the 
President to mediate between Great Britain 
and the Boer republic, and asserted that the 
offer was not made in good faith, but was 
simply a compromise between the pro-Boer 
sentiment of the people and the pro-English 
tendency of the administration. 

He said President McKinley was unmanly 
and contrasted his actions with the position 
taken by President Monroe and President 
Grant on former occasions. 

“It is not necessary to state that none of 
us would like to see our country involved in 
war,”’ said Mr. Vocke, “‘on account of the 
Boers or any other people. But if President 
McKinley had notified the English govern- 
ment in a manly way that the destruction 
of our sister republics in Africa would be 
considered by this government an unfriendly 
act England would have hesitated to rob the 
Boers of their independence. Inasmuch as 
President McKinley tries to lead our country 
into the same freebooters’ policy that Eng- 
land has followed for two centuries, to the 
misfortune of the people conquered, he could 
not well speak a manly word for the poor 
Boers.” 

Disclaims Prejudice Against England. 

The speaker disclaimed any prejudice 
against the English on the part of the Ger- 
mans, and concluded as follows: 

**My friends and countrymen, from what 
I have said you have learned that our gov- 
ernment, owing to the unfortunate policy in 
regard to the Philippine Islands, has not 
only stamped the high ideals of the Ameri- 
can people under its feet but has been anx- 
lous to sow discord where we, as good Amer- 
ican citizens, have every reason to desire 
peace, so long as it is compatible with the 
honor of our new country. Every one of us 
feels that in the event of a war with Ger- 
many no part of our people would suffer 
as much as the German-Americans, for they 
would be met with mistrust, even if they did 
not deserve it. 

“ The least consideration for the German- 
Americans demands that the relations to 
our fatherlarid are not wantonly disturbed. 
Do not allow yourselves to be misled by the 
ery that the defeat of McKinley would cause 
a commercial disturbance in the country. 
The monetary question was settled four 
years ago by’an overwhelming vote of the 
people, and no American in high position 
ever will Gare to disregard the voice of the 
people. The main question in the present 
campaign is, whether we shall continue to 
allow ourselves to be ruled by England or 
we to the manly Amer- 
ican policy which distinguished the prede- 
cessors of McKiniey.”’

AIRS MR BRYAN'S RECORD 


CONGRESSMAN LITTLEFIELD RE- 


Recalls Nebraskan’s Vote for Sugar 
‘Trust 2892—Tells of Many Bills 
Against Corporations Introduced 
and Then Shelved by Democrats — 
Amid Running Fire of Questions the 

Maine Statesman Injects Telling Pe- 
litical Argument. 


Amid a rattling fire of applause and ques- 
tions Congressman Charles EB. Littlefield of 
Maine hurled Republican doctrines and ar- 
gument at his Democratic interrogators and 
captivated an audience of 5,000 people, most- 
ly voters, in his first address in Chicago last 
night. The speech was made at the tent 
meeting at Harrison and Loomis streets. 
The speaker was frequently interrupted by 
questions, and his address was largely in the 
nature of a philippic directed at the Demo- 
cratic party, Mr. Bryan, and the questioners 
in the audience. 

Congressman Littlefield was introduced by 
Mark Hanna and spoke in part as follows: 

“We have before us in this campaign is- 
sues which you have already discussed and 
upon which you have passed your judgment. 
We have William Jennings Bryan in the 
White House and the rest of us in the soup- 
house. We havea condition of unparallelled 
comfort and prosperity. Where is Coxey's 
army now? Every manin that army that can 
work and desires to work can get work at 
good wages, and every man of that army who 
has gone to the Philippines has gone there 
to maintain the honor and glory of the flag. 
If you want Coxey and his army again vote 
the Democratic ticket; if you want Coxey 
advertising for -labor to establish a great 
manufacturing enterprise vote for Willifam 


McKinley.” 


Congress Powerless as to Trusts. | 

Referring to the trust issue, Mr. Little- 
field said: ; 

“If you are intelligent and reasonable 
men, what fou want to do is to put your 
trust in the Republican party. In 1894 the 
Democratic party became the willing tool 
of the trusts, and the reason that Mr. Bryan 
has not denied this charge is because he 
himself was a part of the bargain, sale, and 
delivery. Mr. Bryan says that the McKinley 
administration has not prevented the or- 
ganization of. corporations in the State of 
New Jersey, when he knows, if he knows 
anything, that neither Congress nor the Ex- 
ecutive has power to interfere with such 
an organization. 

** When I came to investigate the record 
of the two parties on the question of trusts 
I found that in 1888, with a Democratic 
Congress and a Democratic administration, 
sixteen bills for the regulation of trusts were 
introduced, but what did they do? Tonight 
the dust of twelve years lies resting upon 
every one of those sixteen bills; not one of 
them was ever reported to the House. It 
was not even 16 to 1, it was sixteen to 
nothing. 

‘In 1888 the Democratic committee made 
a report that the number of trusts was large 
and that they were increasing so fast that 
they couldn't make a list of them, and yet 
they did nothing to curb them. Even Mr. 
Bryan has been twelve years discovering 
that trusts are a menace to thecountry. I 
fisked the Democrats on the floor of the 
house why they had not taken action in the 
face of the facts presented by their com- 
mittee in 1888, and they were speechless. 
They are speechless still. 

‘**I want to go a little further and reach 
a@ man named Bryan, the prince of dema- 


] gogues. In the first place, Mr. Bryan under- 


takes to array the people of this country 
against the corporations. Where there is 
one corporation that is injuring the peeple 
by unjust methods there are many that are 
beneficial. Capital cannot live without labor 
and labor cannot live without capital, and 
the man that engenders hate between the 
two is an enemy of the republic. 

“In 1804, when the Democratic party was 
in power, they made a Jtaw in favor of the 
sugar trust instead of against it. Now 
comes William J. Bryan, apostle of discon- 
tent, with a political propaganda based upon 
the theory that ‘the gobline "li git yo! If you 
don't wateh out,’ telling us that he wants 
to place a tariff on trust products, having 
himself voted for a preferential tariff on 
sugar.” 

In reply to the question, ‘“‘ How about gov- 
a by injunction?” Mr. Littlefield 


a: 

“ Mr. Bryan’s statement that the purpose 
for which we have enlisted an army of 
100,000 men is to build forts our cities 
and to quell discontent is unadulterated 
dribble. It does not He in the mouths of 
Democrats or in their platform to denounce 
as un-Democratic and un-American a meas- 
ure to which twenty Democratic United 
States Senators and the entire Democratic 
membership of the House gave their unquali- 
fied approval. In only three instances in the 
history of the republic in the last thirty 
years has the army been called upon to sup- 
press disturbances, and in every case the 
army has been called in either by Democrats 
or at the request of Democrats. 

“If these same men who are calling Pres- 
ident McKinley an Emperor and a Cesar 
live twenty years, and God knows none of 
them are fit to die, they will look back upon 
the administration of McKinley as redound- 
ing to the credit of the country, and they 
will eulogize him as a patriot, as they do 
—_. Abraham Lincoln, whom they once re- 

led.”’ 

The speaker then turned his attention 
to the question of our relation with the 
Philippines. He said: 

“Our Democratic friends say that the 
constitution follows the flag; the Repub- 
lican party says that law and order follow 
the flag, and that the protection of life and 
property follow the flag. If what Mr. Bryan 
says is true, and the treaty of,Paris was 
ratified by his assistance in securing the 
votes of Democratic Senators, Mr. Bryan 
voted to grant a license to hunt Filipinos 
and to purchase Filipinos at $2 a head, I 
say, if what Mr. Bryan says now is true, he 
is a demagogue now or he was a demagogue 
then. Mr. Bryan says that the flag must 
come down. William McKinley says that 
the flag was raised in honor as a sign of our 
duty and responsibility and that it can never 
be lowered. [Cheers.] 


Senator Hanna Speaks. 

Senator Hanna, who was announced to 
speak at another meeting, preceded Mr. 
Littlefield, and spoke at considerable length 
upon the: money and trusts. Cries of “ Go 
on” sprang up from every part of the au- 
dience whenever he attempted to close his 
address. He referred to the record of Pres- 
ident McKinley as a friend of the laboring 
man, and when the question, “ How about 
Mark Hanna?” came from the audience, 
he said: 

“The Democrats didn’t dare to attack 
William McKinley, and so they picked out 
me. They called me a labor trust, but I 
want to tell you that for the thirty years 
that I have been engaged in the mining and 
manufacturing business, employing from 
5,000 to 6,000 men, I have never had a dis- 
pute with a laboring man that was not ad- 
justed satisfactorily to both parties.” 

“ How about the seamen’s union?’ came 
from the crowd. 

* Put him out,” yelled the audien 

* O, he’s a harmless animal, let him alone,” 
said Mr. Hanna. “.He wants to know about 
the longshoremen’s union, and I will tel 
him. The longshoremen on my docks are 
earning on an average of $5.50 a day.” 
{Laughter and applause. ] 

At the conclusion of Congressman Little- 
field's speech, Colonel A. J. Lester of Spring- 
field was introduced to the audience. He 
spoke briefly, and was followed by Richard 
Yates, who impressed upon his hearers the 
importance of carrying Illinois for McKin- 
ley, averring that his own election was not 
a matter of such supreme importance as 
the election of the national ticket. At the 
close of his address he led the audience in 
= hearty cheers for McKinley and Roose- 
velt.

Arrangements for an “ industrial, com- 
mercial, and sound money ” parade that will 
dwarf the memorable sound money parade 
of 1896 were practically completed at a meet-.

DEMOCRATS ACCUSED OF HOUSING 
NONDESCRIPT POPULATION. 


Thirtieth Ward Cited in Accusations 
Made in Connection with Efforts to 
Register Men Who Have No Perma- 
nent Residence in Chicago — Even 
Saloons Utilized as Places of Shelter 
Plans Being Laid to Entrap the 


Suspects. 


The old colonization scheme for the pur- 

pose of carrying close districts is being 
inaugurated by the Democratic managers 
on a large scale. Every saloon possessed 
of an unused section in the rear, concert 
halls, and houses of shady reputation are 
being utilized for the nondescript popula- 
tion which drifts into the city each fall 
for the cold season. A judge of election in 
the Tenth Precinct, Eighteenth Ward, is 
authority for the statement that his pre- 
cinct contains not less Ahan a dozen non- 
residents who are claiming residence there 
for the purpose of voting. 

**Democrats are attempting to colonize 
every available place,” said he. “ They 
seem to have no scruples as to where or 
how it is done. They do not.care for the 
character of the persons whase votes they 
seek, It makes no difference. to them 
whether the men are housed in a stable or 
a concert hall: They even are using saloons 
where there is no visible place of rest. I 
know of five men who registered from the 
same place last Tuesday. I visited the num- 
ber given and found 4 to be a one-story 
building occupied by a saloon which had 
no place even for a tramp to sleep unless

to discover where the colonists are located. 
Wherever it is found that men are registered 
from saloons they will bedisted as suspects, 
and at the polis they must be’ backed by 
the oath.of a property-owner vouching for 
the correctness of his statements before he 
will be permitted to vote. Every effort will 
be made in all the wagds where colonization 
is practiced to cut down the number of ille- 
gal voters to the minimum.

REVIEW SUCCESS OF FAIR 


PARIS SATISFIED WITH WHAT 
EXPOSITION HAS DONE. 


Closing Days Will Be Made Memorable 


Fetes—Press Full of Symposiums as 
to What Constitutes the Greatest 
Hit of the Season—Many Small Fail- 
ures Offset by General Good Done in 


[Special Cable to the New York Tribune and 
The Chicago Tribune by OC. I. Barnard.) 

PARIS, Oct. 18.—The Paris world’s fair is 
within a measurable distance of its end. It 
has been open for 182 days, and in twenty- 
three days more its doors will be closed. 
Yesterday Commissioner General Picard in- 
trusted to Jules Claretie, the Administrator 
General of the Comédie Francaise; M. Gail- 
hard, the director of the Opéra: and M. 
/Carre, manager of the Opéra Comique, the 
task of organizing for Saturday, Nov. 8, in 
the Salles des Fétes, a monster festival, sur- 
passing anything of the sort ever attempted. 

The attendance meanwhile continues 
double what it was in June and July, and 
with this crisp and bracing October weather 
the exhibition has entered upon its Indian 
summer of success. 

The daily average of paying entrances of 
the last week was 260,000, and last Sunday 
the record was established by 652,082 persons 
passing the gates, of whom 595,438 were pay- 
ing entrances, this being the greatest num- 
ber so far registered on any single day. — 


Discuss Leading Features. 

This morning’s newspapers are filled with 
symposiums of prominent Frenchmen as 
to what has been the “ clou’” or most dom- 
inating feature of the exhibition, and Henri 
Rochefort ir his reply makes a pun on the 
word “ clou,”’ which in French besides mean- 
ing a nail, and, metaphorically, a great at- 
traction or hit, also means the act of pawn- 
ing valuables. 

Rochefort says there are two “ clous ”’ 
to the exhibition, one of which is that the 
unfortunate exhibiters will pawn their last 
shirt, and the other the nail on which the 
disappointed speculators will hang them- 
selves. While there is no doubt the exhibi- 
tion of 1900 will leave in its wake a quan- 
tity of financial failures, which are, how- 
ever, confined to purveyors of mere amuse- 
ment for the public, from theatrical enter- 
tainment to restaurants and bars, the con- 
sensus of opinion now is that it will have

United States Is Prominent. _ 

Another result of the Paris/exhibition has 
been to compel European public opinion for 
the first time ‘to recoghize that the United 
States has become a dominating factor in in- 
dustrial, financial, and political affairs of 
the world, and this in spite of the fact that 
Germany has secured the highest honors at 
the exhibition. The revised decisions of the 
final juries gives Germany 261 grand prizes 
and 645 gold medals as against 239 grand 
prizes and 369° gokd medals to the United 
States. But what has made the deepest im- 
pression upon the Parisian mind ts the strong 
individuality of the transatlantic visitors 
who have practically Americanized certain 
quarters of the city between the Arc de 
Triomphe and the Trocadero Palace. The 
daring exploits of American girls in the 
realms of art and bohemianism, surpassing 
anything the same girls would ever dream of 
attempting at home, continue to supply ap- 
parently inexhaustible material to the psy- 
chological writers like Abel Hermant, Marcel 
Prevost, Maurice Donnay, and Lucien Muhi- 
feldt for clever analytical skits in the Figaro, 
the Journal, the Vie Parisienne, and the Cri 
de Paris, and on the Parisian stage.

It has constantly given them the 
opportunity of creating differences between 
the powers and mterpolating excuses and 
suggestions which, if continued, bid fair to 
render Europe and America the laughing 
stock of the Oriental world.

day, with dramatic force, the detailed story 
of the siege of the legations, public opinion 
here respecting China is in a state of utter 
bewilderment. But there is little sympathy, 
for impracticable proposals, such as the pro- 
hibition of the importation of arms and the 
establishment of a line of military posts Dbe= 
tween Pekin and Tien Tsin. Commercial 
England desires the shortest possible intef 
ruption of the ordinary trade relations with 
China and a speedy settlement which will not 
place the government there at the mercy of 
every foreign aggressor nor compel it to ree 
move the capital inland from Pekin. 

The elections virtually are completed by 
the results of the pollings announced this 
afternoon. Seven elections took place today 
and as,many will be held next week. The 
government triumph is complete, since it ré+ 
tains the immense majority which it had a¢ 
the dissolution. The most that the Liberais 
can say is that the khaki enthusiasm has nog 
increased materially that majority, and thaé 
it falls short of the majority at the last genq- 
eral election. 

The usual comments are heard that it will 
prove an unmanageable majority and thag 
the government would be stronger and safer 
if the balance between the parties in tha 
House of Commons were closer. ‘Thé same 
morals were drawn five years ago, but the 
heavy battalions remained for session after 
session in unimpaired discipline. 

Ireland has gone strongly Nationalist and@ 
Welsh Liberalism has gained ground, but 
England and Scotland have demonstrated 
by the large increase in the Conservative. 
Unionist vote their sympathy with the ime 
perialist policies of the United Kingdom, 
which, at the close of the most important 
campaign since Waterloo, has taken broad 
rather than a narrow view of nationaJ/obil- 
gations and destinies. 

While there is a good deal of fresitblood 
in the new Parliament, Winston Churchill ts 
the only young man with a promise of po« 
tency or a great career, and he is tn a fair 


way to be spoiled by flattery.

This ree 
sult causes satisfaction in two quarters. The

The victim lived in West Thirteenth street, 
and early in the morning of Nov. 13, 1898, 
the three men entered his house to commit 
a burglary. Prouty was aroused, and be- 
fore he could leave his bed he was shot by 
one of the intruders.

The very small “world of letters” long 
ago crowned Honore de Balzac ae the 
greatest novelist of any age or country.

Line and the Quakers Excel Only

Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—In 
a game in which every inch of ground was 
fought with desperation on either side, Penn- 
sylvania defeated Brown, 12 to 0, on Frank- 
lin Field this afternoon, both touchdowns 
being made in the first half.

A drizzling rain fell steadfly throughout 
the contest, and the mammoth stands on 
either side of the field, banked with um- 
brellas, resembled vast beds of black mush- 
rooms. Ten thousand people saw the game 
and they were keyed up with excitement 
throughout the fifty minutes of play. 

It was a battle in which two rush lines 
of equal weight and nearly equal strength 
were pitted against each other. Pennsyl-

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. - 
Eleven maroon football players from Chi- 
cago came out to chase the Minnesota 
Gophers over the field here today, and at the 
end of two hours returned, brulsed and bate 
tered, to their hotel, thankful that through 
the brilliant work of one lone man they were 
able to quit even with a score of 6 to @. 
Minnesota drove its way by continuous 
pounding at center over Chicago’s goal line 
after twenty minutes of play, and it was not 
until fifteen seconds before the end of the 
second half that Henry got around Minne- 
sota’s left end for a run of eighty-eight 
yards and scored Chicago’s touchdown.. It 
was an earned run. All the way down the 
field he was followed by enraged Gophers, 
but he got safely over the line before they 
caught him, and after making the touch- 
down, kicked goal. 
To add to the excitement of the game Um- 
pire Anderson of Wisconsin, a former mem- 
ber of the Wisconsin team, was caught 
making notes and diagrams of the Minne- 
sota signals. He was paying more atten- 
tion to this treacherous work than to his 
duties, and allowed several fouls against 
Chicago to go unheeded. Dr. Williams, 
coach of the Minnesota team, detected him 
and complained immediately to Referee Hef- 
felfinger, who took the exjvelope on which 
Anderson was making the diagram and tore 
it in pieces. Anderson continued to act as 
umpire, as no one else could be obtained to 
take his place. 
Stage’s Men Are Outclassed. 
Stage’s team was clearly outclassed, and 
with better generalship the score against

It is over. The National league baseball 
geason came to a peaceful end at sunset 
yesterday. Cincinnati and St. Louis will 
hold a post mortem this afternoon, but for 
six cities the season is done—in most of them 
everdone. Brooklyn first, Pittsburg second, 
the rest nowhere. That is the order. 

No one mourns the departed season. It. 
began, as the young reporter would say, ina 
piaze of glory. It ended with a dull thud. 

The first ‘season of the new eight-club 

e has -been a most remarkable une. It 
furnished the closest and most exciting race 
in the history of the game. Eight clubs 
were bunched close together during most 
of the season. Yet public interest was at 
the lowest ebb and six of the eight clubs will 
quit the season either losers or with ex- 
tremely small balances on the right side 
of the ledger. Philadelphia and Pittsburg 
alone made money. 

Everything pointed to a revival of interest 
in the spring. The league magnates had, at 
heavy cost, succeeded in reducing the cir- 
cuit to eight clubs, a thing for which they 
had strived for years. Yet almost before 
the first fortnight had passed they found 
something was wrong. The patrons, wearied 
with the weak administration of league af- 
fairs, disgusted with continual brawls on 

e field, refused to attend games. Condi- 
tions got worse steadily as the season pro- 

sed. Interest in baseball was not dead. 
Interest In the National league was. So the 
season failed financially. 


Too Mach Is Expected. 


ably the people of the eight cities ex- 
scoaet oh much. Each club was thought to 
be a winner. The pace set was hot from the 
first. Every game was desperately con- 
tested. The players, strung to top notch in 
playing against teams they knew were as 
as theirs, frequently broke in panic and 
the games lost interest. Besides the playing 
became too scientific for the general public 
to understand or appreciate it. The men, 
watching every point for a possible advan- 
tage, delayed the games intolerably and dis- 
gusted the crowds who could not see the 
obiect in such delays. 

The teams, evenly matched, broke in rag- 
ged formation. “Boston, caught out of con- 
dition and with a team that had not been 
strehcthened for the season, got away in bad 
style and dragged along at the rear of the 
procession for weeks. Philadelphia, with 
a hard hitting team, took advantage of the 
lack of condition in its opponent’s pitchers 
and pushed rapidly to the front, leading the 

ession by many games and gaining 
= lead which held the club up in third posi- 
tion through the year, although, on form, 
the club ought not to have finished in the 
first division. Interest dropped out while 
Philadelphia led. The Brooklyns, from third 
position, began to push forwatd steadily. 
Hanlon had the best team in the league and 
by the first of July it was conceded the Trol- 
ley Dodgers would win the pennant unless 
they met with some misfortune. Hanlon’s 
men, playing fast and progressive ball, soon 
took a commanding lead and again seven 
clubs gave up hope. It was Brooklyn first, 
and all the rest fighting for the place. 


Brooklyn's Slump. 

Then came the fall which pride is alleged 
always to suffer. The Brookliynites, suf- 
fering from cerebral! inflation, became over- 
confident. They strayed after false gods, 
mostly race horses They go. out of con- 
dition, especiall:, the pitchers. Hanon dis- 
covered some of his pitchers laying off with 
sore arms and pitching amateur bal! down 
Long Island two or three times a week. 

About the time the Brooklyn crowd was 
enjoying that self-satisfied feeling. Pitts- 
burg. after being crippled through sickness 
and the want of a good first baseman, start- 
ed on a phenomenal rush_ for the front, 
which came near landing the Pirates in 
first position They went through the East, 
mowing down every opponent and pushed 
so hard that Brooklyn woke and began 
resorting to the most desperate tactics to 
save the consequences of their own over- 
confidence. 

Hanlon declined to plar off a postponed 
game with Pittsburg when the Pirates were 
close up to his club in the percentage 
column. He set his men out to win at 
any odd¥. The Trolley Dodgers raged and 
roared at umpires, fought, rowed. and 
wrangled. and managed to whip themselves 
into condition again before it was too late. 
Still Pittsburg had a chance, but the strain 
was too much. and the Pirates, in the su- 
preme moment, fell down before the meek 
and lowly Cincinnati crowd, losing four 
games out of five. and with them all hope of 
winning the bunting. 

Philadelphia after its great start dropped 
back steadily. It won at home enough games 
to hold out against all comers. Boston tried 
hard. but went back gradually, because of 
internal dissensions in the club and the 
failure of the pitching staff to accomplish 
the impossible. .

He not only beat the 
Chicago stallion, trotting each of his miles 
im 2:10, but bad brush enough to step away 
from him any time after the first quarter 
had been traversed. This meant much to 
those who saw the race and knew that Brit- 
ton was capable of a quarter better than 30 
geconds right then. But with all this speed 
Cresceus took the heart out of him so that 
2:10, not a fast clip for such horses, won and 
won easily. 

Then at Cleveland later in the month Cres- 
eeus made John Nolan, that had won at De- 
troit and was thought capable of a mile in 
2:07. look cheap indeed, the gelding being 
far behind the stallion when he finished his 
final mile in 2:06%. At Columbus alittle later 
there were @ couple of heats in 2:06 and this 
time G Boy, a fast and game horse, 
tried to beat Cresceus. Like Tom Brit- 
ton and John Nolan, he not only had his 
labor for his pains, but the race seemed io 
dull his speed edge in races a little for the 
balance of the season. There were no races 
against other horses for Cresceus, but at 
Hartford in August he trotted a grand mile 
4m 2:04% against the watch. 

‘Then came the stallion race at Boston. It 
Zook five heats for Cresceus to beat Charlie 


Herr, and in doing this he placed the fastest 
five-heat race on record to his credit. That 
Cresceus was not at his best that day is plain 
enough from the fact that the fastest heat 
was 2:07%, while Cresceus had already this 
season gone three different heats in races’ 
against other horses in better time than 2:07, 
one of them being 2:06% and the other two 
2:06 flat, to say nothing of the mile in 2:04% 
against the watch at Hartford. Another 
proof that he was “ off” on the day of his 
most important engagement is the fact that 
after the race he was shipped to Cleveland 
and after a short rest lowered the stallion 
mark to 2:04, three full seconds faster than 
the best mile Herr ever trotted. 

This is a brief chronicle of the campaign 
made by the greatest stallion that the trot- 
ting world has seen. That he will do even 


| 


better next year is possible, for this season's 
work certainly showed him tp be improving 
all the time. There has been a good deal of 
loose talk to the effect that Cresceus would 
be retired to the stud at the close of the 1900 
campaign, but this is not probable. At least 
one more season of training should be af- 
forded him. That with good racing luck he 
) will eventually hold the world’s trotting rec- 
ord as well as that for stallions his friends 
believe, and they certainly have good 
grounds for their faith in the son of Robert 
McGregor.

During the Lexington meeting there came 
on the track one day a powerfully-made 
gray gelding, hitched to a spick-and-span 
sulky, and with Driver W. L. Snow of Hor- 
nelisville, N. Y., holding the reins. There 
was the usug! amount of scoring, and then 
the gray horse went away on the most bus!- 
ness-like trot a man ever looked at, and 
stepped the easiest sort of a mile in 2:11%, 
and right at the finish showed something like 
two-minute speed for the benefit of those 
who were holding watches on him. 

“That horse,” said a man who has all the 
doings of the turf world under his hat, “ is 
the only real good trotter I've seen this year 
that has a first-class and strictly true story 
that goes with him. You have just seen 
the first-class speed, and now I will hand, 
you the narrative. 

“The gray fellow is Whitewood, and he 
has a record of 2:14%, made at the Fort 
Wayne meeting week before last. He is 8 
years old, and the soundest and best-made 
horse you-ever saw. I looked him over in 
the stall the othes day, and, ‘say, he is built 
like one of the old-time trotters that made 
turf history. He has legs that feel as if 
they were carved out of ivory, and they 
look it, too, for that matter. You never saw 
a horse with a better loin and back, and as 
for propelling power, he is fitted out likea 
wrecking tug. I knew that horse could trot 
fast, because I saw him win a race at Fort 
Wayne, but I never expected to see such a 
built creature in all my life. Why, it’s scan- 
dalous the way the muscle is laid on all over 
that fellow, and when you come. to talk 
ahout feet, legs, and general makeup, a bet- 
ter one was never sent out.” s 

‘* Now let me tell you the story that goes 
with Whitewood. He is 8 years old, he 
was bred near Holland. Mich., and he never 
saw a racetrack until last year, and never 
had a record until! late in the campaign this 
season. No, it isn’t a case of a good horse 
being carefully nurtured through colthood 
by an experienced horseman, who was will- 
ing to wait until his charge was a fully de- 
veloped and well educated trotter, after 
which he would go out and win a large 
fortune with him, making the first race the 
medium of a plunge that would wreck the 
pool box. Nothing of the kind. On the other 
hand, the man who did most of Whitewood’s 
bringing up was a butcher, who lives near 
Holland, Mich.; and he didn’t have a ticket 
on the horse when he won at Fort Wayne a 
couple of weeks ago. 

“ Whitewood was sired by Woodlark, a son 
of the well known stallion Hermes, that was 
owned by Mr. C. F. Emery of Cleveland, O. 
When Woodiark was foaled he was not big, 
and as he got age he seemed to grow smaller 
in progortion, and Mr. Emery was glad to 
sell him to some Michigan people. Before 
the horse had been a great while in his new 
home one of the agents for a European- 
horse-buying firm came along and put the 
pony stallion in with a bunch of other horses 
for export. Let me say right here that 
Woodlark went to trotting as soon as he 
landed on the other side, and now holds the 
five-mile record for Europe. i, 

“While Woodlark was in Michigan there 
was bred to him a gray mare, a fair sort of 
roadster, about whose breeding nothing was 
known except that she was said to have been 
sired by a thoroughbred stallion. The prod- 
uce was a gray colt, and as soon as he was 
old enough he was broken to harness, and in 
a short time became the property of a 
butcher who lived near Holland, Mich. The 
colt was a lively fellow, seemed to like plenty 
of work, and he got it. He was just the 
horse the butcher needed in his business, and 
for a matter of five years the man behind 
the meat ax drove him all over southern 
Michigan buying sheep and cattle. 

Begins to Show Speed. 

“All this time the gray horse could trot 
some, but about two years ago this time he 
showed such a lot of speed on the road that 
the butcher decided to see what he could 
do the following summer. So in 1899 White- 
wood made his début on the turf. Over 
the poor half mile track at Holland he made 
a well-known trotter go in about 2:17 to beat 
him, but that fact did not create half the 
excitement that it should have done. He 
was put away for the winter by being al, 
lowed to work in front of the wagon once 
more, but last spring was’ trained again. 
He won a race at Grand Rapids in about 
2:23 early thts fall, and then journeyed to 
Fort Wayne, where he was entered in a 
race. All this time the owner wanted to 
sell, and, as he asked only the moderate 


Pprice of $400, Scott Hudson, a well-known 


driver, got the horse the day before his race 
was to be trotted. He started in the race, 
never was headed after the judge said 
‘Go!’ and after the third heat was over 
Hudson had his $400 back in his pocket from 
the purse money alone. 

“ That night he sold the gray horse to Mr. 
Cc. R. Bentley, the man who picked out 
Bumps and Lucille, a pair of champions, for 
Mr. Billings of Chicago. Mr. Bentley turned 
Whitewood over to Snow, who looks after 
his horses, and you just now saw sim go 
that easy mile in 2:12. He can surely beat 
2:10 right now, and when he gets a good win- 


. tering and is properly shaped up for next 


season I would like to know what chance 
the other horses in the 2:15 class will have 
to beat him. He has the speed, manners, 
age, and conformation of a perfect race- 
horse, and his breeding is good enough. 
You mark what I tell you—Whitewood, sired 
by a pony stallion out of a common mare, 
driven for five years in front of a butcher 
wagon, and then sold for $400 the day before 
he won a great race and took a mark of 
2:14, will be one of the sensational trotters 
of 1901, and I’m going to be there to see him 
do it.’”’

SMARTEST GAME BIRD AND HOW 
IT IS HUNTED, 


Woods of Wisconsin and Michigan 
Furnish Grand Ground for Shooters 
Experience of Chicago Men with 
Covey—Difiiculties Experienced by 
Men and Dogs in Locating the Wily 
Feathered King—Methods Employed 
by Potters.

One of the highest priced birds in the 
game market is the ruffed groude, and 
more shame to the market for selling such 
a bird at all. The canvas back duck may 
at times sell for $2 to $5 a pair, or perhaps 
redhead or mallard ducks may at times 
sell at that price as canvasbacks. The 
ruffed grouse does not sell at any such 
fancy figures as those, but it regularly com- 
mands $9 a dozen tn the market and some- 
times more. It is fairly good eating, the 
big white breast meat being delicate, though 
a bit dry. ° 

The man who kills the ruffed grouse for 
the market does not get $9 a dozen for his 
birds. He receives perhaps 15 cents, 25 
cents, or 40 cents each for them from the 
local game shipper. Last week the Deputy 
Game Wardens of Wisconsin seized 700 
ruffed grouse bound for the City of Chicago, 
contrary to the law of Wisconsin. Some 
dealer up in the pine country had a sore 
heart when he heard of the fate of the birds. 
It served him right. Se grand a bird as 
the ruffed grouse deserves a better fate 
than being shipped to a big city market. 


Grouse Industry in Wisconsin. 

Up in Wisconsin a great industry is car- 
ried on in ruffed grouse. The men and 
boys make a business of killing these birds 
for the market all through the fall and 
winter months, paying no regard to the 
law which forbids killing at certain times, 
and shipping at any time. A few market 
hunters have made a practice of baiting a 
woods road regularly as a sort of trap for 
these birds. Taking a little road cart and 
a sack of grain, they would drive out along 
an old logging road, such as is commonly 
resorted to by these birds in their feeding. 
After the rice had been spread out in this 
way over a distance of perhaps a couple 
of miles, the men would go away and leave 
the road for a few days. When they came 
back on some morning afterward, they were 
sure to find a great many birds along the 
road, either feeding there or in the brush 
near the road, where they could be put up. 
They made a number of heavy killings 
in that way. 

The ruffed grouse is snared sometimes, 
this practice being a common thing among 
the lawbreakers of the Eastern States. The 
snare is not so common in the Western 
market hunter’s methods. His mainstay 
is a little dog, sometimes a spaniel, some- 
times a fyce or mongrel, which will run a 
trail until it puts up the bird, then bark 
at the tree to which the bird resorts until 
the hunter comes up and pots.it at close 
range with a shotgun. The ruffed grouse, 
one of the sharpest game birds in the world, 
is the most difficult of our game birds to 
outwit and bring to bag with dog and gun, 
but it has a blind side, like every other game 
creature, and its blind and stupid practice 
is to.forget to fly when a yapping little cur 
comes along, and to prefer to take a lazy 
jump up into the cover of the nearest tree, 
where it sits and looks down at the little 
dog as though Its life depended on watch- 
ing its every movement. It would do much 
better to watch a few movements in the 
adjoining brush, where some pot hunter is 
taking a sight at it with a rest across a 
stump. 


Wisdom of the Grouse. 

The ruffed grouse is a trifle smaller than 
the big bird we call the prairie chicken, al- 
though it belongs to the same family. The 
prairie chicken is not of a high order of in- 
telligence. Barring its one -weakness of 
watching little dogs, the ruffed grouse, the 
grouse of the deep woods, is the smartest 
thing that wears feathers. Some sportsmen 
who have had wide experience, when asked 
what is the finest sport to be had in America, 
say it is quail shooting in a good quail coun- 
try and with good dogs. Others, who have 
tried both quail shooting and grouse shoot- 
ing, say the latter sport is far and away the 
better and keener game. Some shooters say 
they would rather kill one big ruffed grouse 
than a dozen quail, and, indeed, it is com- 
monly a harder contract to kill the single 
grouse than the dozen quail. Sometimes 
there may be found pon the same country, 
as in Lower Michigan, both grouse and quall, 
the former more apt to be found in the more 
open region or about the stubble fields, while 
the grouse are not far away, but in the 
thicker cover. 

It is commonly thought and commonly sald 
that the ruffed grouse is the hardest game 
bird to hit which falls to the lot of the lover 
of the shotgun. It files fully as fast as the 
average quail, perhaps faster, for it is a 
bigger bird than the quail, and hence harder 
to judge on speed. Get an old grouse out in 
the open, as sometimes happens, and see it 
streak out for home with nothing to stop it, 
and it seems to go faster than a quail, ab 
though its speed is not any greater and not 
so great as that of many sorts of ducks. The 
trouble in grouse shooting is that the bird 
rises rapidly with a great fuss and bluster, 
and that it almost invariably rises where the 
shooter has a poor chance fora shot. How 
the bird can attain such speed with so short 
a rise, and how it keeps from breaking its 
neck in its headlong course among the trees, 
is sumething nothing but the bird itself can 
tell. Yet the wary fowl! knows perfectly well 
each inch of its cover, when it is on the 
ground and when it is en the wing. It will 
almost without fail rise in such a way it puts 
a tree, a bush, a limb, a tree top; or some- 
thing else between it and the shooter. The 
hunter hears a roaring burst of wing and 
sees a rapid flash of brown and many atime 
must content himself with a snap shotin the 
general directisn which he thinks the bird is 
taking. The flight is not apt to bea long one,

and tn the case of the young birds is apt to be 


straight, but an old grouse will nearly 


always make a bend at the close of its flight 
and alight a little way to one side of the line 
on which it started off. It knows well what 
the hunter is thinking about, and what the 
hunter’s dog is going to do. It may runa 
little way after it alights, or it may crouch 
close under the top of a fallen tree or other 
coyer. If it sees it is discovered it then tries 
its old tactics of flight, although often it will 
wait till the hunter has passed by, and then 
take a swift start back behind the hunter. 
Ordinarily the rise of the ruffed grouse is so 
swift and impetuous that it makes a great 
and surprisingly startling noise, which may 
be a part of its scheme of defense—a good 
one in case a shooter is not used to this sort 
of sport. Yet it can upon on fly as 
softly as an owl, and I have more than once 
caught a grouse trying to sneak softly off 
behind me after I had passed by, its wings 
going as softly and silently as those of any 
bird in the world. 


Experience of Chicago Hunters. 


Some Chicago men who were not long ago 
up at Bent’s place in upper Wisconsin on 
a fishing trip had a pecullar experience 
with ruffed grouse, which goes to prove the 
wit this bird shows in making a difficult tar- 
get of itself when it takes wing, as well as 
its occasional stupidity in other ways. 

It was Sunday morning, and no one was 
shooting or fishing. The guides were walk- 
ing about on the hillside near the cabins, and 
they saw a brood of ruffed grouse, twelve 
in number, feeding inthe open. They spread 
out and surrounded the covey, which seemed 
to lose all inclination to take wing. There 
was a trap door standing open which led 
down into a cellar under one of the cabins 
nearby, and, almost incredible as it* may 
sound, these men drove that whole covey 
of live, wild grouse down that cellarway, 
not one of them taking wing. Then the 
doors were shut down and the whole outfit 
made prisoners. No one cared to shoot at 
them, so the door was raised and the birds 
were released one at a time. Witness now 
@ great change in the birds’ methods of 
reasoning. They seemed to have all their 
faculties back again. Each bird, as quickly 
as it got out of the cellar, made a bee line 
or a quick twist for safety, and dodged 
around some ?tree,, stump, cabin, or other 
protection like a streak of lightning. It is 
doubtful if the best shot there could have 
stopped half of them with that perfectly 
Plain knowledge of’ where each bird was 
going to start. 

The prairie chicken does its drumming 
or “booming” only in the spring season, 
and this is its love note, but the raffed 
grouse makes its strange, peculiar, mysteri- 
ous drumming one of the most familiar 
sounds of the deep woods, not only in the 
spring but also in the fall. 

It is well known how the grouse makes 
this peculiar rolling sound, fr a few have 
been lucky enough to see the bird in the 
act. 
something of that sort, almost always a 

hollow log, and it stands there with its 
wings lowered, and, at first slowly, beats 
against its sides. The vibrations rapidly in- 
crease, the head of the bird falling back and 
its eyes closing, as though in a sort of 
ecstasy. At this time it can be approached 
closely if the watcher stops as soon as the 
Arumming ceases. A short strutting around 
and the drumming may be resumed. 

A good grouse dog is a great prize. No 
young dog can master all the vagaries of this 
weird bird. It takes years of experience and 
study on the part of a dog, just as on the 
part of his master, to understand its habits. 
A good grouse dog works much more closely 
and carefully after he gets scent of a grouse 
than he does when he is roading up on a bevy 
of quail. He crawls along slowly and care- 
fully, and now and then may make a side 
circle, cautiously, to get a side scent or a 
front stop on the running bird. He knows 
the grouse will not lie as close as the quail, 


so each move he makes is with the utmost - 


care. Now and then he looks about to see if 
the shooter is taking care of his share of 
the work ard keeping close up and carefully 
prepared. Even so, the grouse will go out 
just when you are not expecting it and from 
the place where you were not looking for it. 
"The ruffed grouse is commonly called part- 
ridge in the north woods of the East and 
West. It is known as the pheasant in the 
South and in parts of the West. It is com- 
mon in our upper pine country. There isa 
good crop of these birds in lower Michigan 
this fall.

PLAY FOR THE AMERICAN

This ig 
often interpreted, however, as meaning that 
a perfect game has been played, which has 
never occurred, nor williteveroccur. There 
will always be mighty possibilities beyond 
the best whist to which any player, howe 
ever brilliant, can hope to attain. 

A team may play throughout an e 
and not be aware of losing a trick, and its 
game still be only indifferent. With greater 
effort, or minds more alert, many opportunl- 
ties would have been noticed which were 
totally overlooked. Every week, in dif- 
ferent’ cities, deals are published showing 
what masterly play may accomplish tn situa- 
tions which had hitherto been thought come 


monplace. 
Gilson’s Careful Play. 

Howard Gilson, who will be remembered 
by all Chicago players, was one of the most 
inventive we have ever had. One day when 


he studied his play for an unusual length of 
time. There were but five cards in hand, 
and the situation appeared so simple to the 
bystanders that one of them offered to bet 
‘that he would play.” Gilson retorted: “I 
know we can take four tricks, but I want the 
other, too.”’ That is the spirit which wins 
games. He could not get the fifth trick, buf 
he manipulated the cards so that it required 
careful play on the part of the opponents to 
prevent it. This, again, is something to 
achieve, for if you can put your opponents 
in enough difficult situations they are rea- 
sonably certain to go wrong in some of them. 
One of the best of our Chicago players re- 
cently held queen, ten, and one small 
His partner after one round of thelr sult led 
the deuce of trumps; jack fell second hand 
and his queen held.

In the cases of Bryan and Roosevelt, 
the things most calculated to derange their 
nerves are those which react upon these 


nervous systems. Unquestionably the two 


things which most do this are excitement 
and the sense of opposition in an audience 
which every political speaker has to face. 


EXCITEMENT IN ORATORY. | 

“No man can escape the excitement that 
comes of public speaking, A certain amount 
of it is necessary to key him up. But it is 
wearing. Just to the extent that he is 
earnest and forceful, this excitement is de- 
veloped and wears upon him. 

“In the sense of opposition tn a meeting, 
however, a speaker finds his greatest strain. 
He cannot hope not to lay himself open to 
some kind of more or less effective comment 
from an auditor. He begins by preparing to 
avoid these openings. From this he comes 
to looking out for interruptions of the kind, 
and finally, perhaps, to fear them. The gift 
of repartee will not always save him, and 
often a remark from a listener, made in 
sarcasm or levity, will cripple a whole 
speech. Both Bryan and Roosevelt have 
this gift of repartee, but it is easy to imagine 
that neither of them would court the inter- 
ruptions of their enemies. So this, with the 
wear of excitement, tells upon any speaker, 
according to his constitution and tempera- 
ment. ! 

“ Physically, too, the work of a great cam- 
paign on the railroads tells upon a speaker. 
There is a loss of sleep always. Towns 
through which a train may pass in dead of 
night often turn out crowds who at least 
awaken the candidate. Then the exigencies 
of an itinerary force him to get up early 
and go to bed late. : 


ITTLE REST AT NIGHT. 
a But even if a man sleeps soundly the 
night through on & railroad train he is not 
rested as he would have been had heslept in 
a stationary bed. There is reason to believe 
that in the soundest sleep possible in a fast- 
moving train the muscles are making uncon- 
scious efforts to neutralize the movements 
of the body caused by swayings and joltings 
of the train. The nerves prompt this, and to 
the extent that they sre kept awake the 
whole system is affected. As the nerves are 
affected, too, the tendency toward impair- 
ment of the voice is increased. In many 
ways they tend to this, chiefly by discon- 
certing the speaker and causing him to waste 
wer. 
meals and to night air 
and to changes in the weather are physical 
causes for breakdown. Most often such 
speakers have been regular in all their habits 
of life. They cannot adjust themselves at 
once to bolted food and irregular hours for 
eating. "ood is not digested as it should be 
and the body lacks its usual nourishment. 
“ Above all this, as in the case of Mr. Bryan

One man may have a tem- 
perament that makes his speeches unusually 
hard on his voice. 

“As between Bryan and Roosevelt, for 
instance, Roosevelt, with even the training 
that Bryan has, would still be harder on 
his voice. He is not of a disposition to spare 
himself. 

“In the cases of these men, too, climatic 
changes, illy-adapted places for speaking, 
and the irregularities of hours and meals 
make a gréat strain on the voice. There is 
the difficulty of the speaker's knowing that 
he is heard, especially in the open air, and 
the temptation to make sure by reising his 
voice beyond all bounds. ‘ 

“ At a considerable distance the voice will 


‘carry better in the fifth tone with least ef- 
fort. In the Qrst especially it takes the 
quality called ‘guttural’ if it has great 
stress of breath put upon it. This is: the 
most trying of all upon the vocal organs, 
as the rush of breath vibrates the chords in 
the harshest manner, irritating them in a 
few moments. Yet, somehow, an untrained 
speaker, talking in an impassioned way, is 
most likely to adopt this guttural tone for 
his climaxes. 

‘‘In general Bryan and Roosevelt have

mere physical feats they have been won- 
derful examples of endurance. The ane has 
had the advantage of better training and 
more practice, but the other has made up 
in tenacity of purpose.

This matter of program making, 
way, is one to which few people, probably, 
give any thought; yet it is one of the impor- 
tant features of a conductor’s work, and one 
which calis for the finest kind of judgment 
on his part. There are many things to be 
carefully weighed and considered in the plan- 
ning of an orchéstral concert—of any kind of 
concert, in fact. First of all, perhaps, is the 
inter-relation of the numbers, for there must 
be design and tontrast in a concert program, 
the same as in an individual composition. 
Furthermore, there is, or should be, a subtle 
color affinity between the compositions just 
as there is between pictures, and they must 
be arranged with as much attention to light 
and shade as is devoted to the effective 
grouping of pictures inan art gallery. When 
this is skilifully accomplished there results a 
definite color scheme, which many fail to ap- 
preciate, perhaps, but which éxists never- 
theless, and which is, moreover, as vital] to 
the artistic equilibrium of the program as 
harmony of color and style are to the decora~ 
tion of a room.

REVIVAL OF “THE LIZ.” 
As the campaign is drawitig to a close 
some of the workers for both parties are 
losing, in their eagerness to gain votes, 
whatever respect for truth they may have 
had. ‘They: cease relying on fair means 
to win and resort unhesitatingly to foul 
ick: The “campaign lie,” that most 
contemptible of all political expedients, has 
made its appearance. 

It is said that circulars are being sent 
broadcast by men interested in the election 
of Mr. Alschuler, in which Jews are urged 
to vote for him on the ground that he is 
a coreligionist of theirs and that they should 

appreciate this unusual honor.” The 
probabilities are that the circulars are not 
sent out by the friends of Mr. Alschuler, 
but by his opponents, and that the object 
is not to solidify the Jewish vote for him, but 
to create a prejudice against him in the 
minds of unthinking persons who are not 
Jews. The language of the circular dis- 
credits its genuineness. It is not the kind 
of document which would be sent out by 
a Jew who wished Mr. Alschuler elected 
because of his religion. 

Equally unscrupulous methods 
resorted to for the purpose of injuring Judge 
Yates. It is alleged that Republicans are 
urging Prohibitionists to vote for Judge 
Yates because he is a Prohibitionist. Circu- 
lars are also sent out indiscriminately to 
voters advising them to vote against Mr. 
Alschuler because he has been “ indorsed ” 
by the newspaper organ of the retail liquor 
dealers of Illinois. 

In 41] probability the pretended appeals 
to Prohibitionists to vote for Yates are 
no more genuine than the pretended appeals 
to Jews to vote for Alschuler. Both are 
the products of the perverse ingenuity of 
too zealous partisans who should know bet- 
ter.. The object of the Prohibition circu- 
lars is to excite prejudice against Judge 
Yates among the Germans, who are sup- 
posed to be sensitive on this point. 

If the Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor were a Prohibitionist the members 
of the Prohibition party would support 
him gladly.. They would witlidraw the 
Gubernatorial candidate they have nomi- 
nated and the organs of ‘that party would 
urge every member of it to vote for Judge 
Yates, Nothing of this kind has been done.

Nobody knows that better 
that the Democrats. The public generally 
knows it. Yet there appears in a news- 
paper, which claims to be independent and 
which is candid and dignified when dealing 
with public men and measures, an article 
which assumes this tic “ campaign 
lie” to be the truth. ° | 
_ These disreputable campaign methods re- 
flect credit on the persons, Democrats 
or Republicans, who are engaged in them. 
The public has long been accustomed to 
the “campaign lie” in national elections. 
It has flourished for a hundred years. It 
is discreditable to both parties that the 
State campaign should not be conducted 
fairly and honestly upon a higher plane. — 


DE TOCQUEVILLE ON 

When Alexis de Tocqueville wrote his 
famous work on “Democracy in Ameri- 
ca” in 1888 he made the’ most complete 
analysis of republican institutions that had 
then been written. Some of his minor pre- 


‘| dictions and fears have not been fulfilled, 


but in all fundamental matters his con- 
clusions are as true today as they were 
two-thirds of a century ago. The great 
Frenchman was doubtful about the strength 
of the union, and the civil war that came 

a quarter of a century later sustained some 
of his predictions and refuted others. But 
of the stability of the republican form of 
government he was profoundly convinced, 
and in this respect history has confirmed 
his words most wonderfully. He showed 
that imperialism was the remotest of all 
the dangers that might come to the young 
republic and that it would be necessary 
to revolutionize not only the institutions 
and laws but also the people themselves 
before any such danger could arise. Here 
: are some of his sentences: 

The nature of the country, the manner in which 
the British colonies were founded, the habits of 
the first emigrants—in short, everything united 
to promote, in an extraordinary degree, municipal 
and provincial liberties. In the United States, 
therefore, the mass of the institutions of the 
country is essentially republican; and, in order 
permanently to destroy the laws which form the 
basis of the republic, it would be necessary to 
abolish all the laws at once. At the present day 
it would be é@ven more difficult for a party to 
found & monarchy in the United States than for 
a set of men to convert France into a republic. 
In the United States the fundamental principle 
of the republic is the same which governs the 
greater part of human actions. Republican notions 
insinuate themselves into all the ideas, opinions, 
and habits of the Americans, and are formally 
recognized by the laws; and, before the laws could 
be altered, the whole community must be revolu- 
tionized. If republican principles are to perish 
in America they can yield only after a laborious 
social process, often interrupted, and as often re- 
sumed ; they will have many apparent revivals, and 
will not become totally extinct Until an entirely 
new people shall have succeeded to those who 
now exist. There is no symptom or presage of 
such a revolution. 


In this passage De Tocqueville has 
answered the Bryanite alarmists for all 
time. In the light of such a calm and 
critical judgment the shallow sophistries 
or old-womanly fears of the present school 
of anti-imperialists look foolish indeed. 
Neither “imperialism” nor “ militarism ” 
could gain a foothold in the United States 
for the simple reason that there is no soil 
in which either could grow. The habits 
and mental processes of the people are un- 
changeably republican in their nature. 
There would be no material of Which to 
make an imperialistic army. From the 
President to the obscurest citizen the be- 
lief in independence and in representative 
institutions is not merely an intellectual] 
conviction but is part of the fundamenta! 
character of the man. If some outside 
Napoleon could overthrow our institutions 
they would organize themgelves anew on the 
lines of a republic as inevitably as China 
would organize itself anew as an empire. 
The American people are made that way, 
and no man or party can change them. 

De Tocqueville has shown that in the 
United States the sovereignty of the people 
is not an isolated doctrine, but is an essential 
part of the warp and woof of the people's 
habits and ideas.

That is not 
necessary. Any man of foreign birth who is 
entitled to demand his naturalization pa- 
pers at any time between this date and the 
6th of November can go before the registra- 
tion judges of his precinct Gay after tomor- 
row, inform them that he will become a citi- 
zen by election time, and have his name put 
on the books. If‘that man present himself 
at the polis on election day and his vote is 
challenged, and he swears that he is entitled 
to vote, his ballot is accepted. Ifit is shown 
afterwards that he swore falsely he is Hable 
to punishment for perjury. As election day 
is more than three wéeks off, it is evident 
that there is an abundance of time in which 
to naturalize all who are entitled to become 
citizens. 

What is true of all persons of foreign birth 
who may become citizens by election day 
is true of all junior citizens who come of 
age by that day. The young man who will 
not be 21 years old next Tuesday, but who 
will be between then and election time, can 
register day after tomorrow and vote on the 
6th. of November. One requirement of the 
law is that a voter shall have lived in the 
precinct in which he votes thirty days prior 
to election day. So every person otherwise 
qualified to vote who moved into a new 
precinct at the begin&iing of this month can 
register day after tomorrow, if not aiready 
registered, although he will not have been 
in the precinct thirty days when registered. 
It is the intent of the law that every person 
who will be a legal voter on the 6th of No- 
vember shall have ample opportunity to cast 
vote. 


. MUsic LEFT our. 

The list of the American Immortals is 
now complete and upon the thirty tablets 
will be written the names of. statesmen, 
soldiers, jurists, poets, theologians, scien- 
tists, philanthropists, educators, inventors, 
and painters. The arts make the poorest 
showing, having but two names out of the 
thirty, and those two would hardly have 
been selected by a consensus of art critics, 
“ Music, heavenly maid,” is ruled out alto- 
gether, probably not because the judges 
had no musie in their souls, but because 
no man in American music in their opinion 
has been so conspicuously great #2 to be 
worthy of immortalizing. 

It is not strange, perhaps, that music Gnds 
no representative name in this pantheon 
of the New York University. Music in 


this country is still young. We have not’ 


yet the leisure which comes with age for 
its development. The drift of the country 
is still towards the material. We have 
not even a school of music well defined, 
like the Italian, German, and Russian. 
Creditable work is being done and some 
of our composers have even secured a suc- 
cessful hearing in Europe, but the great 
musician has not yet appeared in the sense 
that Bach, Beethoven, Mozart, Haydn, 
and Wagner are great. Time enough has 
not elapsed to lay any sure foundations of 
immortality. Perhaps it has not for some 
whose names have been selected. Centuries 
hence some of them may be forgotten. 

And yet it seems a little like ingratitude 
that no American musician's name will 
appear in the Hall of Fame. There are 
at least two Americans who have done Jast- 
ing service for music in this country, and 
one of them; Dr. Lowell Mason, received 
a few scattering votes. He was the greatest

singing teacher of his time, the inventor 
of the singitig school Which was the pre‘ 
cursor of the musieal.convention, and his 
influence upon charch music was lasting. ; 
The other is William Billings, the deformed 
tanner of Boston, who was the first ¢om- 
poser of charch music in the United States 
and. father of American choirs abd con- 
terts. He not only initiated New England 
psalmody, but wrote many of the stirring 
lyrics whieh helped to arouse resistance to 
the mother country. Sturdy Sam Adams 
was the tanner’s intimate friend and 
nothing delighted the Govertior more that 
to sing in the choir with Billings. Few men 


did more to inspire the martial spirit of | 


the colonists. than Billings, but, alas, he is 
not immortal. Is his old friend, Sam 
Adams? Apparently not. His name does 
not appear upon the tablets. Yet the town 
‘meeting and the psalm tune have played an 
important part in history-making. 


‘WOMEN’S COLLEGES. 

The recent celebration of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of Smith College at Northamp- 
ton, Mass., will always be memorable for 
the symposium of opinions on the higher 
education of woman which occurred as part 
of an unusually interesting program. The 
moet significant features of this symposium 
were that it took place in the college which 
is the oldest but one of American colleges 
conducted exclusively for women, and 
that three of those who participated 
in it are prominently identified with 
the older colleges for men. Anything 
which Dean Briggs of Harvard, Pres- 
ident Hadley of Yale, and President 
Low of Columbia have to say upon the high- 
er education of woman is of interest. As 
all three of them spoke eniphatically in its 
favor, it is but natural that President 
Taylor of Vassar, President Hazard of 
Wellesley, and President Thomas of Bryn 
Mawr shodld agree with them, and that 
Dr. Harris, the National Commissioner of 
Education, should add his weight and philo- 
sophical appréval. 

Some brief extracts will give the general 
drift of this remarkable symposium. Dean 
Briggs thoroughly approved, but he would 
have women’s colleges exist not for “ the 
fostering of the competition of women with 
men but for the ennobling of women as 
women,” his thought being that “ the trne 
college life leaves a girl more womanly, as 


it leaves a boy more manly.” President 


Hadley urged the influence of the college in 
forming character. In his view, “ tire thing 
which makes college life of great value to 
the citizenship of the country is that the 
men and women who come under its influ- 
ence get a larger acquaintance with differ- 
ent types of human character and with 
different lines of human thought, as exempli- 
fied by living peaple.” President Low, 
under whose administration coeducation 


has been made a prominent feature at Co- 


lumbia College, did not doubt “that the 
effect of this broadening of the territory of 
higher education will be in the long run as 
consequential as the broadening of the 
physical territory available for the occupa- 
tion of civilized man.” 

Under the stimulus of such expressions 
it is no wonder that the Presidents of Vae- 
sar, Wellesley, and Bryn Mawr waxed elo- 
quent in praise of the women’s colleges and 
indorsed afl that had been said, except the 
President of Bryn Mawr, who advocated 
independent women’s colleges in place of co- 
education and colleges affiliated with men’s 
colleges—a point for which unquestionably 
there is much to be said. It cannot be 
doubted that the symposium will give the 
cause of woman’s higher education a still 


‘greater impulse, whether that education is 


obtained in distinctive women’s colleges or 
in annexes to the older colleges, like Bar- 
nard and Radcliffe. They have come to 
stay, and now that they have been so hand- 
somely and unequivocally indorsed by 
prominent male educators they will make 
stil greater progress in supplying a need 
which is now generally recognized. As the 
accomplished President of Wellesley grace- 
fully expressed it: “‘We need no longer 
clamor at closed doors. The doors are 
open. It is for us to make wise use of the 
opportunities before us. We muat will 
strongly; we must act gently. Gentleness 
and must go together to form the 
ideal character which is the end of all edu- 
cation.” 
VABLAG AND WISCONSIN. 

_ American shipbuilders have again demon- 
strated their superior skill in the construc- 
tion of the swiftest cruiser and battleship 
in the world, the cruiser Varlag, built for 
the Russian navy by the Cramps, and the 
battleship Wisconsin, for the United States 
navy by Scott, the builder of the Oregon. 
The Varlag this week has passed its final 
test and proved itself a marvel of speed. 
The contract called for a speed of 23 knots 
for twelve hours, which was surpassed in 
the recent trial, 23.7 knots having been made 
in the last hour, at a time when the men 
were tired and the boilers not so clean as 
at the beginning of the trial. Its command- 
er, Captain Viadimir Behr, is of opinion 
that under favorable circumstances his fine 
ship is capable of making 25 knots, but 23 
will do until this record is surpassed. 

Mr. Scott has added new laurels to his 
reputation by giving to the United State | 
the. Wisconsin, a battleship which is the | 
fastest of its dass in the world and has 
broken the Oregon’s record. In its recent 
trial on the Pacific its average speed over a 
course of thirty miles was 17.25 knots, and 
in an hour’s spurt it made the remarkable 
record of 18.54 knots. In land miles fits 
average is 19.69 and its maximum speed 
21.37. As in the case of the Oregon during 
its famous trip, every adxiliary on the vessel 
worked to perfection, showing that its 
builder is not alone successful in the struc- 
tural lines necessary to great speed but also 
in the mechanical devices which are none 
the less necessary for speed. It is also a 
matter for national pride that the Wiscon- 
sin is not only the swiftest but the most 
powerful in the world, both in armor and 
guns, for a vessel of its displacement. 

In this connection the New York Times 
calls attention to a fact which is not without 
interest, and that is that the speed attained 
by a warship on its trial trip and the speed 
it makes in actual service are two different 
things. On the trial trip forced draft is 
used. Every lump of coal used under the 
boflers is picked out by hand and examined. 
The stokers are experts. The builders have 
placed everything in perfect order for the 
trial. Such conditions are not practical 
in actual service, and yet it is to be con- 
sidered that the warship holds the same 
position comparatively in service that it does 
on its trial. Varlag and Wisconsin, after 
they have been put into commission, will stil! 
be the swiftest vessels of their class in the 
world. The honesty in construction dis- 
played by American shipbuilders is also 
shown by the fact that their recent vessels 
are keeping well up te their records. ‘The, 
cfulser New York is an instance of this. 
Although it has been seven years in com- 
mission, on a trip made last month from , 
Newport to New York City, with only ordi- 
pary coal and working force, it ran eaix

THE STREET PAVING 
The Board of Local Improveme 
the Council at its last session to take im- [ 
mediate action regarding the payment by 
the city of its share of the cost of pave- 
ments hereafter to be laid. . This isa matter 
which must bé attended to, or there will be 
an end of street improvements. It is diffi- 
cult to say where the money for the pay- 
ment of “ public benefits ” is to come from, 
so long as an unnecessarily large propor- 


‘tion of the revenues of the municipality is 


spent in paying salaries. 

For some years the entire cost of street 
paving has been borne by prope?ty-owners, 
although the law recognizes the fact that 
the general public is benefited by such im- 
provements and should bear part of the 
expense. Perhaps property-owners would 
have continued to submit to this disregard 
of the law had it not been for the misuse by 
the city of the proceeds of the special assess- 
ments levied by it. Contractors were al- 
lowed to defraud the property-owners by 


doing bad work, though paid the price of 


good work. As a consequence expensive 
pavements began to go to pieces soon after 
they had been finished. In addition to that, 
a ‘small part of the proceeds of assessments 
has been diverted from legitimate uses ‘and 
has gone towards defraying genera! ex- 

* When the confirmation of the ordinance 


for the repaving of a part of Wabash ave- | 


nue was asked for by the city last summer 
the property-owners rebelled. They con- 
tended that a part of the cost of the work 
must be paid out of the taxes collected by the 
city for general purposes. Judge Carter de- 
cided that they were in the right and that 
the city should pay about 20 per cent of the 
total expense. The Judge at the same time 
gave the municipal authorities to under- 
stand that no assessments which. violated 
the law, as did the one for the paving of 
Wabash avenue, would be confirmed by 
him. The Board of Local Improvements 
must therefore abandon its practice of as- 
serting that there are no “ public benefits” 
and that property-owners must bear the en- 
tire expense. 

“When the Council makes its appropria- 
tions for next year it ought to set aside a 
considerable sum to cover the city’s share 
of the cost of pavements to be laid oe 7 
the year. It will not be able to do so unless 
there is a pruning of the pay rolls. In the 
Wabash avenue case the city agreed to pay 
the 20 per cent, although there is no fund-out 
of which it can be paid. This means that 
the floating debt of the municipality has 
been increased a little. What was done as 
regards Wabash avenue cannot be done 
continually. It would be too plainly illegal). 
There must either be greater economy in the 
handling of city revenues, so that the munic- 
ipality may have money with which to 
pay its share of the cost of new pavements, 
or few eoeeunets will be laid, 


THE PASSING OF THE CHAPERON. 

Lady Jeune has recently contributed an 
article to an English periodical in which 
she mildly laments the disappeatance of 
the chaperon from Tnglish society, and 
thinks “she will have to show a super- 
human vitality if she is again galvanized 
into existence.” The phenomenon which 
Lady Jeune has observed in English society 
has also been witnessed in our own, but 
that was to have been expected, as the 
American girl has come to the front in 
the enjoyment of freedom and of life much 
more rapidly than her English sister. 


This is the day of the young person. 


The modern system of education and train- 
ing develops the sense of personal responsi- 
bility, broad conceptions of life, and strong 
individual opinions, all of which are social 
safeguards. The shrinking girl of half a 
century ago is now rarely found. The 
shrinking characterizes the other sex. A 
girl thus equipped strikes out in an in- 
dependent career and is impatient of re- 
straint. Marriage has ceased to be the 
end and aim of existence, as it once was, 
This makes it easier for girls and young 
men to be comrades and thus leave the 
chaperon comparatively nothing to do. 
Until young “women weary of their free- 
dom, and there are no signs now of such 
a condition, it is evident the chaperon will 
be out of business. The young waman 
of the day is no longer personally con- 
ducted. 


It is useless to sigh over the passing 
of. the chaperon, for, her fate was in- 
evitable, and yet it would be unfair to 
deny her the credit of usefulness and of 
duties performed at the cost of much self- 
sacrifice. Lady Jeune draws a pleasant 
picture of “the phalanx of stately women, 


blazing with diamonds, whose serried ranks. 


occupied the benches round the walls, 
whose faces glowed with the gentle ex- 
pression of maternal devotiow and cireum- 
spection,” and she pays a deserved tribute 
to their @aithfulness when she says: “ No 
sentry on duty ever displayed more vigil- 
ance, no martyr ever represented more en- 
durance and determination, and no detec- 
tive could, even in the moment of his 
greatest success, lay claim to such per- 
spicacity and instinctive knowledge of all 
the plots and counterplots which were being 
carried out on the little stage before him.” 

Though the chaperon has ceased to be 
a familiar landmark in social life there 
is no fear of its insecurity. Girls get along 
well without chaperons, and if the truth 
were known probably the chaperons are 
delighted at being relieved from what was 
to them an irksome and disagreeable task. 
The chaperons may still have their 
opinions of the young girls, but that is 
a matter of little consequence to the lat- 
ter, who have such unshaken faith in their 
own opinions. Lady Jeune, in seeking for 
the causes which have led up to the change, 
finds that one of the most important is the 
effect of American life and thought upon 
the mother country. If such be the case, 
there is hope for the future of the English 
girl. Though not every American girl 
who goes abroad is a safe type for imita- 
tion, yet the average American girl is a 
free, frank, intelligent, and joyous creature, 
not at all in need of a chaperon, living her 
own life, and whose mode of life her British 
sister need not fear to adopt.

What good is accom- 
plished by sending a boy to acquire habits of industry at an institution 
where half his time is spent in idleness? What advantage in locking a small 
boy up who has. been led into error by older companions, and after a few 
weeks or months sending him right back to the same associates? How 
much better off is the boy who has gotten into trouble from lack of employ- 
ment if he is locked up for a few months, but taught nothing which will 
help him to earn a living when he comes out? Is the boy who has committed 
some petty offense made gentle and diligent and good by being put under lock 
and key in hourly association with boys a thousand times worse than him- 
self? Try it with your own boy and see. 

So much money, time, and strength are spent in the punishment of crime 
and go little for its prevention.

requiring the conductor of the Philharmonic 
concerts to wear white kid gloves, a cus- 
tom he looked upon with derision. ‘“‘ Who 
can do anything fettered with these things?” 
he angrily demanded; “and it was only 
after considerable pressure, and pointing 
out the aristocratic antecedents of the 
Philharmonic and the class of its support- 
ers,” writes Herr Praeger, “ that he con- 
sented to wear a pair just to walk up the 
steps of the orchestra on first appearing, 
to be taken off immediately he got to his 
desk.” Things have changed since then, 
however, and now. we have programs that 
one can sit through ‘with comfort, while 
conductors can appear with bare hands with- 
out violating any rule.of etiquette. 

But to turn to the forthcoming reappear- 
ance of the Chicago Orchestra, and the 
program with which it will inaugurate the 
impending series of symphony concerts: the 
compositions to be presented on this occa- 
sion are divided into: three ‘groups—those 
which numerous former performances have 
long since made familiar; others which, 
while not novelties; are still comparatively 
new; and still others which will recefve their 
first readings here or, so far as known, any- 
where in this country. The first group in- 
cludes Weber’s “ Jubilee”’ overture, with 
which, fittingly, the season will lead off; 
the first set of Brahms’ Hungarian Dances 
and the overture to Wagner's “ Fiying 
Dutchman ’’—all of which are among the 
more popular numbers of the orchestra's 
répertoire. In the second class are Richard 


| Strauss’ powerful tone poem, “ Death and 
| Transfiguration,” which made a deep im- 


pression at the time of its single previous 
performance (in 1895), and Liszt’s sym- 
phonic poem, “ Mazeppa,’”” which has been 
given but twice before—in 1892 and 1897. 
The novelties are two in number—a brilliant 
set of symphonic variations for organ and 
orchestra by Georg Schumann, a talented 
young German composer residing in Bremen, 
and the ballet suite, “‘ La Belle au Bois Dor- 
mant,”” by Tschaikowsky. The Schumann 
variations were first performed (from man- 
uscript) by the Allgemeiner Deutscher Mus- 
ikverein a year or so ago and with much 
“La Belle au Bois Dormant” is 
Tschaikowsky’s second ballet and was com-

CASE RECORDED. 

Conieusiy enough, the most striking {llus- 
tration, and, so far as known, the only suc- 
ease Of simulated death, is that of 
Seat fraud in the history of life insur- 
ance, pil in 1730.

Janus Weathercock, well known contrib- 
iter to many London periodicals on the sub- 
jects of art and artists, described by Charlies 
Lamb as “kind, light-hearted Janus 
Weathercock,” stands out as one of the most 
remarkable characters in the-history of life 


insurance swindlers. He was a man of | 


culture and had a vogue of his own about 
1820, when he contributed to the Landon 
Magazine contemporary with Elia and Bar- 
ty Cornwall, and when Hazlitt, with Allan 
Cunningham, added to its attractions.

Mrs. Jane Evans insured her servant's 
for over $30,000, and the servant died 
within three months of the last policy being 
effected. During the trial of the case it was 
Slearly proved that the servant, Ann Bis- 
worthy, was an inveterate and habitual 
hard drinker, whereas this was denied in 
the list of questions asked of Mrs. Evans at 
the time. she applied for the policies. After 
lon sometimes in her favor and 


sometimes against her, the last appeal de- 
cided against her. 

This, same Mrs. Evans, it was found by 
investigation instituted by the British Com- 
mercial Insurance company during the liti- 
gation, had made proposals on the life of her 
sister, Dinah Feysenmeyer, in 1827, for sums 
aggregating over $115,000 in various com- 
panies, of which she secured about one- 
fourth. Soon after the policies were issued 
her sister died. 

Mrs. Evans’ father was also found to have 
benefited by that lady’s death by £7,499. 

In 1848, in Berlin, Germany, a surgeon was 
bribed to certify°to the death of an insured 
person who was perfectly well, consequently 
still alive. A coffin was procured and filled 
with stones and rotten straw, which was 
solemnly interred with all religious cere- 
mony. The plot was soon discovered and 
all those concerned in it punished. The 
same trick was attempted in a Western 
State a few years since, with like result. 


BASIS OF NOVEL’S PLOT. 

Charles Reade, the famous novelist, has 
worked into one of his stories the following 
facts: 

Four men in London at dusk one evening 
hired a boat just below the Blackfriars 
bridge and proceeded on a pleasure excur- 


sion up the Thames. While quietly rowing 


not far from shore the boat suddenly cap- 
sized and the four were struggling in the 
water and the darkness. In response to their 
cries for hélp succor arrived, but only three 
were rescued, the fourth must have drowned. 
Late that night the same party In a small 
boat with muffled oars quietly stole down 
the river and deposited a dead body procured 
from some hospital or cemetery on the river 
bank. A reward was offered by them for 
the recovery of the body of their friend, and 
the corpse was discovered. They paid the 
promised reward and collected the life in- 
surance on the body of their dead friend. 
Later they tried the same scheme again, 
when it failed and brought to light their first 
successful effort. 
ARSENIC POISONING., | 

In 1850 Bernard Harking of 
poisoned his wife with arsenic to gain & 
small life insurance he had persuaded her 
to carry, much against her will. Her death 
at the time was ascribed to Asiatic cholera 
and caused no suspicion. The insurance was 
paid after a slight delay. Twenty months 
later he poisoned his mother’s sister so as 
to inherit his share of her small savings. 
This death caused suspicion, which resulted 
in the exhumation of his wife's body and 
the discovery of the poison that caused her 
death. He was hanged. 

One of the earliest recorded cases in Amer- 
ica of suicide of an insured person was that 
of William Callender of York, Pa. Callender 
rode on horseback to Harrisburg, where on 
the 26th of March, 1861, he obtained a policy 
of insurance on his life in the sum of $5,000. 
He started home the same afternoon, was 
taken sick on the way and obliged to dis- 
mount from his horse at a tollhouse on the 
turnpike, where he died during the night. 

The policy was conditioned to be void if 
“the assured died by his own hand.” This 
they discovered to be the case, he having 
self-administered arsenic. 


SPECULATIVE INSURANCE. 

In 1855 A. Svenson of Carlscrona insured 
the life of an old soldier named Hoffstedt in 
various companies, Hoffstedt was a con- 
firmed drunkard and Svenson, after the in- 
surance was placed, kept him well supplied 
with money, so as to hasten his end through 
excessive drinking, which eventually suc- 
ceeded, although arsenic was found in the 
dead body. The charge of poisoning, how- 
ever, was not sustained. Count Pommerais, 
in. his attempt to defraud insurance com- 
panies of 550,000 francs, lost his head on the 
guillotine. 

In 1868 Count de la Pommerais induced a 
Mme. Pauw to insure her life for 550,000 
francs in six French and two English com- 
panies. He advanced the premiums and had 
the policies transferred to himself. He was

In 1865 a man calling himself J. H. Sargent 
insured himself for three months against ac- 
cidents for the sum of $3,000. The man went 
from Rockford, Ill., to Beloit, Wis., to effect 
the insurance, and made it payable to Mrs. 
Achsah E. Sargent, a widow, living near 
Pecatonica, IL, whom he at once married 
after the issuance of the policy in Beloit. 
Sargent soon after this was reported 
drowned in the Pecatonica River while skat- 
ing with friends who, afterwards it was 
found, were fellow-conspirators to defraud. 
Search was made in the river for the dead 
Sargent. His body not being found, the liv- 
ing Sargent was sought. The case resulted 
in the discovery that Sargent was a fictftious 
name used by one Allen, who was indicted by 
the grand jury. 

An analogous case was that of Vital Douat, 
a Bordeaux wine merchant, who insured his 
life in 1865 for 100,000 francs in Paris. To 
escape prosecution for fraudulent bank- 
ruptcy he soon after fied to London. Some 
time later his wife, clad in widow’s weeds, 
presented herself at the insurance office with 
documentary proofs of her husband's death. 
Suspicions were aroused and investigation 
started. Douat, on arriving in London, re- 
sided at Ford’s Hotel. There he procured a 
certificate in English from a waiter declaring 
his death from heart disease. This was 
presented to the register of deaths. Douat 
assumed the name of Bernardi, a funeral 
was held at which he was the chief mourner, 


| The coffin was made extra heavy by using 


more lead in the lining. When the sham was 
discovered he fied to America. In 1866 he 
returned to Europe, was arrested in Belgium 
on a charge of incendiarism, the authorities 
handed him over to the French officials. 
He was tried on the charges of fraudulent 
conspiracy and attempted insurance frauds 
and sentenced to penal servitude. 


BROOMCORN CASE. 

In 1866, at Eaton, O., B. M. Batchelor, an 
apothecary and insurance agent; William 
Abbott, Mayor of Eaton; Dr. N. 8S. Richard- 
son, who on a previous occasion had ‘swin- 
dled a life insufance company out of $4,000; 
nd his brother Frank formed a partnership 
sto swindle life companies. They invented 
@ fictitious personage, whom they named 
W. T. McFadden. This individual was per- 
sonated by Abbott, who procured insurance 
for a large amount, and proceeded to die 
on Christmas eve of malignant cholera. 
Frank ordered the coffin and plenty of chlor- 
ide of lime to avoid contagion spreading. 


Eaton at midnight. Various incidents 
aroused the suspicions of neighbors and 
searchers found the coffin filled with broom- 
corn instead of the cholera-infected body 
of the fictitious Mr. McFadden. 

In 1866 Joseph Leppen carried $10,000 life 


peared from an Ohio River boat that year 
while on his way to Wheeling. When the 
boat arrived Leppen was missing, but his 
clothes and effects were found in his state- 
room. Two days later a body was found in 
the river, some twenty-five miles below 
Wheeling. His wife applied for the insur- 
ance money, claiming the body was that of 
her. husband. Later developments exon- 
erated the wife of fraud, but Leppen con- 
fessed that he gambied on the boat, lost his 
“money, got to fighting, and that he and an- 
Pother man fell overboard. His companion 
was drowned. Leppen followed down the 
river the corpse of his companion and ex- 
changed clothes to try and create the im- 
pression of his death. Strong suspicion ex- 
isted that Leppen pushed the other 

overboard. 

In 1866 a man. named Knox spent 50 cents 
for a two days’ insurance against acci- 
Gent for $5,000, under the name of John 
Smith. He coached a youth to tell the story 
of his drowning in the Susquehanna River 
while bathing. The company demurred at 
paying Mr. Knox $5.000 without further in- 
vestigation; consequently, when affairs grew 
hot Mr. Knox disappeared. He was discoy- 
ered in the army. 

Alvah K. Hurter mysteriously disappeared 
and caused a flutter in the offices of several 
insurance companies in, 1866. Hurter was 
senior partner in the firm of Hurter &@ 
Dewey, Boston cotton brokers, and yarious 
companies wrote $40,000 Insurance on his 
life. He had misappropriated $2,000 belong- 
ing to his firm, borrowed in the name of his 
father $4,000 and $3,000 of other parties, and 
as payment or imminent 
he cleverly devised the appearances of ac- 
cidental drowning at Scarborough, Me. The 
condition of his finances becoming known 
resulted in the discovery of the attempted

In Chicago, the Rigger case of July 20, 1806 
attracted much attention. Monroe C. Rigger 
was a sailor, living at 203 Church street. and 
in June, 1866, he took out a policy for $5,000 
in the Travelers’ Insurance company of Chi- 
cago, paying the first annual premium of $30. 
Only a few days later he went to the office 
of the company and pajd an advance of $10 
for permission to make trips on the lakes tn 
certain seasons, and still later he paid $20 
more for the privilege of sailing the lakes at 
all times, 

On July 20, whileon the brig Mechanic, 
sailing at night ostensibly sixteen miles 
north of Cleyeland, Second Mate Wagner 
ordered Rigger to craw! out on the bowsprit 
for some purpose and Rigger fell from it 
into the water. Warnipg of “ Man over- 
board’”’ was called, but Rigger was not 
picked up. 

Within a week Mrs. Rigger appeared at the 
office of the company to collect the death 
claim. An attorney came with her, which 
was regarded as rather an odd circumstance, 
and, in addition, he brought:affidavits of the 
husband's death, sworn out in Cleveland in- 
stead of in the Chicago offices of the com- 
pany, where they would have been recorded 
without charge. | 

Under the circumstances, the company 
refused to pay the $5,000 claim, especially as 
it was against the company’s rules that a 


sailor should be insured for an amount in | 


excess of $2,000. Under scouting of detec- 
tives the plot was uncovered.: It involved 
Rigger, his wife, and the second mate of the 
brig. Mrs. Rigger made a confession. In- 
stead of the boat’s being sixteen miles off 
shore it was less than half a mile away, and 
Rigger wore a life preserver. The second 
mate had manned the search boat, and, in 
the dark, had rowed away in the opposite 
direction from that which Rigger had taken. 

Mrs. Rigger left Chicago and Rigger was 
last heard of as a sailor on an ocean liner 
out of New York. 

Charles Auguste Debuis attempted to se- 
cure 50,000 francs insurance by forging pa- 
pers with the object of confirming proof ofa 
relative’s death. Investigation by the com- 
pany’s officials discovered the fraud attempt- 
ed by revealing the relative alive. 

Captain Martin L. Bryan, Twenty-fifth 
Regiment, Georgia, C. 8. A., secured in 1868 
$80,000 life insurance, after which “‘ proofs of 
death”’ were adduced showing death by 
drowning. He had willed Robert Bryan, his 
son, executor. Endeavors to collect fol- 
lowed the Captain’s demise, but before the 
collections could be effected he was discov- 
ered enjoying the waters of perpetual youth 
at Ponce de Leon, Fla. |

Charlies W. Mills was reported to have 
been drowned from the Pelican State while 
going through the San Luis Pass on the 
night of May 17, 1869, and Valentine C. 
Spruell endeavored to collect the insurance 
on Mills by paying $50 and promising $500 
to a man to make false affidavit to the same 
effect. The amount involved about $25,000. 

D. K. Boswell was an extraordinary swin- 
dler. He endeavored among other crimes 
to secure $16,000 from various insurance 
companies and adopted the quite common 
plan of falling overboard on a Missouri 
River boat. For awhile his drowning was 
accepted as a fact, all but one company 
paying his wife the insurance. Finally the 
*“*General” was discovered masquerading 
as Judge Howe in Galesburg, Ill. He and 
his wife, who was found an accomplice in 
his crimes, were finally brought to the bar 
of justice. She suffered a term of imprison- 
ment, but he, after many delays, broken in 
health, was released on bail, and in the end 


secured acquittal on a legal technicality. 


Franklin B. Evans in 1870 endeavored to 
swindle the Travelers’ Insurance company 
of $1,500. He was afterwards convicted of 
the murder of Georgianna Lovering, aged 
14 years, grandchild of his sister. He then 
confessed to another murder, that of the 
daughter of Mr. Mills of Derry in 1850, and 
in jail wrote a letter to the insurance com- 
pany detailing the scheme he had devised to 
rob them. | 
FAMOUS POISONER. | 

Dr. Palmer, a man as highly versed in law 
as medicine, was the first of modern mur- 
derers to use strychnine as-a poison, and 
many lives were sacrificed for the purpose of 
securing Insurance money. His own mother 
and sister were the first known victims. His 
stable boy left him on account of his health, 
and a friend, Ben Hogg, to whom he owed 
money, fied in fear. His boldness increased 
owing to success attending every former 
case, and finally he gave the poison openly 
as medicine. His last victim, Cook, who died 
in great agony, brought Palmer to the scaf- 
fold, when his hanging was witnessed by 
50,000 persons In London. ;

CHICAGO FIRE EPISODE. 

In 1871 an attempt was made to make it 
appear that Darius Greene had been con- 
sumed in the great fire, with the intent to 
obtain $5,000 carried on his life by his wife. 
The attempt, however, proved abortive, as 
the insurance company, through Captain of 
Police Peter V. Cool of Bloomington, IL, 
diseovered the living Darius Greene. 


One of the nfost carefully prepared plans. 


to obtain insurance was that of Captain Col- 
vocoresses, a distinguished retired officer of 
the United States navy. Late on the night 
of June 3, 1872, the Captain was found dead 
in Bridgeport, Conn., apparently brutally 
murdered. Investigation revealed the start- 
ling fact that it was a case of long premed- 
itated suicide, the object being to obtain for 
his family $200,000 from various life insur- 
ance companies. 

The case of Lee was somewhat similar. 
Fox insured John Clark Lee, who died in New 
York in 1872. The effort of Fox to collect 
$20,000 insurance on Lee’s death divulged 
that Lee was specially prepared for a med- 
ical examination, being kept from drink 
some time previous to effecting the insur- 
ance. After this was accomplished Fox aid- 
ei Lee in every way to drink himself to 
death. 

Two young men; Winner and McNutt of 
Kansas City, in 1873 conceived the idea of 
insuring the latter for $5,000. To legalize the 
policy McNutt married a woman and re- 
moved to Wichita. Winner left McNutt in 
Wichita and returned to Kansas City for the 
deliberate purpose of inveigling some young 
man who physically favored McNutt into 
his confidence and then murdering him for 
the $5,000 insurance. He appears to have 
revealed his plot to McNutt’s wife, who was 
living in Kansas City. The woman wrote a 
frenzied letter to her husband in Wichita 
begging him to abandon the plot and offer-: 
ing to sell all she had if he would but give up 
the companionship of McNutt. This letter 
was intercepted by the authorities and fur- 
nished the necessary clews to their discov- 
ery and conviction. It was learned that a 
young man named Seviers was induced to 
accompany Winner to Wichita. There he 
was intoxicated with brandy and drugged 
with ether. Cords were bound tightly around 
his body, his clothing saturated with kero- 
sene, and the paint shop where the deed was 
enacted set on fire. His remains were found 
among the embers and were at first supposed 
to be those of McNutt. Winner reported 
they had been attacked in the night, McNutt 
killed, and the shop burned. 

Udderzook was executed in Pennsylvania 
in 1873 for the murder of Goss, whose life 
had been insured. There was 4 conspiracy 
between him, his wife, and Udderzook to ob- 
tain the insurance. ‘A dead body was placed 
in a building where Goss was accustomed to 
work and the building set on fire. The 
charred remains were declared to be those of 
Goss and a demand was made for the pay- 
ment of the policy. While this was under 
consideration Goss threatened to betray the 
conspiracy, and Udderzook lured him from 
his hiding place and murdered him. | 

In July, 1873, George Shepherd called at a 
farmer’s house in Maryland, near the Po- 
tomac River, nearly opposite Alexandria, 
and obtained permission to stay the night. 
He ingratiated himself with the farmer and 
obtained work for his brother on the farm. 
George visited his brother James on the farm 
frequently. One evening at dusk while row- 
ing and fishing George Shepherd fell over- 
board, but as the boat was specially ar- 
ranged at the end with a projecting platform

LEADING HUNGARIAN CASE. 


In 1874 the Baron’s estate, worth $2,000,- 
000, was sold for debt and his mansion in 
Pesth mortgaged to the last brick. His 
beautiful young wife was kept in absolute 
ignorance of her husband’s affairs by the 
Baron, who maintained his usual princely 
style of living. His great love for his wife 
prompted him’ to insure his life in five dif- 
ferent companies for 100,000 gulden each, 


From a robust-man,‘in a few months he 
sickened and had to take to his bed. The 
doctors diagnosed his case as hasty con- 
sumption, Fourteen daysafter he was dead. 
Evidence was afterwards found that im- 
plied his death was due to nicotine poison- 
ing through the willful act of excessive 
smoking. 

- Donald McLeod of Sherbrooke, Canada, se- 
cured insurance in 1875 and fiye days later 
was reported drowned in the river at that 
place. The widow demanded payment, 
which was delayed owing to doubts exist- 
ing in the minds. of the insurance officials. 
MeLeod was finally materialized on a sheep 
ranch in Live Oak County, Tex. 

James Hearns was reported killed In the 
Black Hills during the gold mania in that 
section. The dutiful son tried to collect 
the insurance placed upon his life by 
thoughtful Hearns senior. Suit followed, 
which the son won, but the company still 
resisted payment, for which they were aft- 
erwards thankful, as they found Hearns 
senior in Madison, O., where they reunited 
father and son In jail. 

Colonel Dwight had been a man of prudent 
habits and well to do until he suddenly 
launched out into extravagant speculations. 
These soon reduced him to bankruptcy; then 
he insured his life in various companies, roll- 
ing up in a short time a grand total of $300,- 
000, and suddenly died, his friends claimed, 
by an overdose of morphine. The companies 
claimed he committed suicide by 
tion, which was strengthened by the fact 
that at the autopsy a mark which resembled 
that of arope, but might have been produced 
by a necktie, disfigured his neck. The in- 
surance companies claimed he committed the 
act to enrich his family, to repair his fault 
of having impoverished them by his own 
foolish acts. Alienists support’ the theory 
that the Colonel suffered from paretic de- 
mentia. However, the courts decided in 
favor of the heirs. | 

Various French companies lost $20,000 in 
a case cited by Le Grand du Sallie. Two 
brothers presented themselves at the office 
of a French alienist. The elder entered the 
office first and asked the alienist to ex- 
amine with care the patient brought him. 
** There seems to be nothing the matter with 
my brother,” said he, “‘ but he is no longer 
the same."" The physician, after a long ex- 
amination, said: “ Your brother is in the 
initial stages of paretic dementia.’’ Expla- 
nations were then given and the prophecy 
made that the patient would die in three or 
four years. The following day an insurance 
of $20,000 was placed on the life of the pa- 
tient. Three years after the brother pocket- 
ed the amount. 

Dr. Henry C. Meyer was one of the most 
remarkable men in the annals of crime. He 
made a business of insuring le’s lives, 
then poisoning his victims, to te by its 
effects the symptoms of dysentery. He in- 
sured a half-witted man named Brandt, 
under the name of “G. H. J. Baum,-for 
$8,500 in favor of Mrs. Meyer. Brandt was 
given small doses of tartarized antimony to 
produce the effect of symptoms of dysentery. 


Brandt was kept suffering for a long while. 


He consulted a physician, who pronounced 
his complaint “ chronic dysentery.” Meyer 
finally took pity on his patient and ended his 
life by giving him arsenic. In a post-mortem 
analysis made of the contents of the stomach 
arsenic was found. Meyer was tried and 
convicted for the crime of murder in the 
second degree on May, 1804, and ended 
days in Sing Sing. 

Dr. Herman Mudgett, alias H. H. Holmes, 
was executed at Philadelphia on May 7, 1g96, 
He is believed to have put at least a score 
of his moribund patients “ out of misery,’ 
Like Dr. Meyer, he began life as a country 
doctor and was not patient enough to bear 
the trials that precede success. He wanted 
money without work or desert and chose 
insurance murders as the easiest way of 
gaining his end. For a long time he was 
successful with his murder potions, but in 
spite of great natural shrewdness detection 
and conviction came at last.

The stables 
neuen, were dedicated last week by a 
grand ball given by the Carolans, the great 
carriage-room under the big dome in the 
center of the stable being the ballroom. The 
stable buildings cover more than half an acre 
of ground. Besides this space there are big 
areas given up to court yards, driveways, 
and lawns around the stables. 

’' The buildings are all of brick with heavy 
projecting roof beams showing grotesquely 
carved ends like Chinese gargoyles. The 
buildings surround a great quadrangular 
court, over which the eaves project inward- 
ly, forming a veranda to shelter the heads 
of the horses when the aristocratic animals 
thrust their heads out of their box stalls to 
pags the time of day with each other or 
jealously regard the latest arrival. 

In the center of the quadrangle a stone 
drinking pond is filled by a spraying foun- 
tain, which serves to cool the air of the 
court yard.

Beyond the office is the wardrobe room, 
where the horses’ Sunday clothes are kept, 
and where heavy embroidered, bright col- 
ored saddie cloths and stall blankets with 
surcingles pipeciayed to immaculate white- 
ness are kept.

ers who were questioned by a Sun reporter 
waid that intended:to make sample lines 
of shirt waists which should range in price 
from $3.75 to $36 a dogen. Eighty per cent 
of them declared that the shirt waist was a 
fad, and 10 per cent replied that it was a 
good thing, which, in their opinion, had come 
to stay. Each manufacturer has designed 
what he thought would best suit the shirt 
waist man of 1901, and among the features 
of these néw garments are waists with draw 
strings and short skirts, waists with draw 
strings and no skirts, waists with a band at 
the waist, plaited waists, waists with yokes, 
and waists with Raglan sleeves. There is no 
such thing as a standard shirt waist, and 
the possibilities in it for a man who wants 
to be eccentric in his dress are unlimited. 
Some of the designs printed in the Haber- 
dasher thdicate the manufacturers’ ideas as 
to the shirt waists which will be worn next 
summer:. For instance, there is the “ kite

The mass 
of people are hostile to the reforma- 
tory idea. This is rooted in the antagonism 
to the progress of the negro, and because 
Southern pena] institutions are operat- 
ed on a financial basis. Successful prison 


rule means few estapes, small number 


of deaths, and a large amount of revenue 
accruing to the State from the labor of 
convicts. ‘here exist no Southern organi- 
zations for the study of crime, and there 
are no State Boards of Charities. Louisiana 
alone has a prison reform association and 
New Orleans a Bureau of Charities. These 
conditions are fatal to thé application of 
any measures for the suppression of crime 
and to,any ‘scientific study of criminality. 
So long as a State's criminals bring it a 
net revenue of from $50,000 to $180,000 an- 
nually it is difficult to introduce a study of 
the causes of criminality or to urge reform- 
atory measures. 


THEORIES PUT IN PRACTICE. 
In Tue TRIBUNE in January I presented 
the theories and conclusions of the most 
noted European investigators. These con- 
clusions are only applicable to the countries 
in which the facts underlying them are se- 
cured or those in which conditions are simi-. 
lar. The United States must have its own 
body of facts, for it differs from other coun- 


tries in its heterogeneous population, in soil, 


climate, government, and in industrial, éco- 
nomic, and social conditions, and all of these 
are-.influential. It presents problems which 
can be studied only within its own borders, 
and which cannot be solved by the inporta- 
tion of results and theories. These may be 
of suggestive value, but they do not furnish 
the facts which are peculiar to the 
United States, and upon which are based 
legislation and social ameloriation. The 
European criminal sociologists assert that 
there is a criminal type, that criminals differ 
from normal] in@ividuals and constitute a 
class having common social, physical, and 
mental characteristics. This favor8 the 
theory of atavism or heredity. As I have 
shown, it is an important part of the task of 
criminal sociology to determine if these 
statements are correct. The theories of these 
investigators are based upon measurements 
of the criminal and nermal classes in various 
European 
A study in environment and heredity 
involves four classes: The criminal] class; 
the normal class, from which the criminal 
comes; a standard normal class in the com- 
munity; and educated criminals. In the 
penal institutions this last class represents 
s0 small a proportion that it may be dis- 
missed for the present, for the problem is to 
reduce the amount of crime which is revealed 
by the convict class. Students have. been 
chosen for the normal class. They furnish 
a high normal, but they are the class con- 
tributing the least perééentage of criminals. 
The study was begun with students. The 
next class measured was the white criminal 
women in Nortjern penal institutions. 
There are two such distinct races in the 
United States that the plan seemed incom- 
plete without a study of negroes. This 
spring the negro criminals were investigated 
and the next work planned is the measure- 
ment of the negro student class, for rarely do 
these form a part of the prison population in 
the South. This will also enable compari- 
sons between negro and white students and 
permit some accurate observations regard- 
ing the effect of education upon the negro. 
No .series is yet complete. The measure- 
ments of students is continued through the 
university year, and measurements of white 
and negro criminals are as yet inadequate. 
The class from which the criminal] comes 
has not yet been measured. This is the most 
difficult class to determine and secure.’ Re- 
sults at this time are given in the hope that 
they will show the nature of the observations 
and their possibilities, also to arouse interest 
and codperation. | 


BASIS OF THE .DATA. 

The presentation of the data regarding the 
negro criminal falls under four heads, not 
entirely separable, but involving different 
methods: | 

1. The negro in the South, socially, econom- 
ically, politically, and in education, culture 
and morality, all with reference to criminal- 
ity. The attitude of the Southern white man 
and the position of. the negro woman and 
child are included ‘here. 

2. State penal systems. This includes the 
excellencies and defects of State, county, 
and municipal systems, laws and courts, 
position of women and children, and reform- 
atory agencies. The facts for these two di- 
visions apply to both sexes in the following 
States: Mississippi, Louisiana, Alabama, 
Georgia, Florida, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, and Virginia. 

3. Measurements of ninety women crim- 
inals in these Southern States. These in- 
clude the following measurements and tests: 
Twenty-six measurements of the head, face, 
and body, as Jength and width of head, 
diameters of face, angles, etc.; height and 
sigting height; girths of various parts of the 
body, and observations upon the voice, nutri- 
tion, skin, color of hair, eyés, skin, and 
cranium. The tests include those of strength, 
of the five senses, as taste, smell, hearing, 
touch, and sight; of the mental faculties, as 
memory, association of ideas, fatigue, and 
perception. Other tests were of the emo- 
tions, of physical and mental codrdinations, 
and of the nervous system. These tests and 
measurements are taken to ascertain: (i) If 
structurally the negro criminals differ from 
the normal negro, and if the negro criminal 
differs from the white criminal, and the 
negro student from the white student. (2) If 
through psychological tests it can be deter- 
mined if the negro is mentally and morally 
defective. Assertions have been made that 
the criminal is defective and degenerate. 
Thus far ‘no testy of mental and moral 
capacity have been made to prove these 
theories. Structural anomalies have no 
value to the practical penologist or to the 
State unless they are in some way related 
to the cause and continuance of ‘crime. 
Functional conditions and anomalies are of 
more importance. ‘These may or may not be 
based upon structural defects. It is of no 
significance whether a man has a receding 
forehead, heavy jaw, high cheekbones, 
platycephali, or other alleged criminal char- 
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acteristics, unless there is some vital rela- 
to the individual's functioning in so- 
y. . 

4. A study of the environment of each in- | 
dividual, which includes the following: Of 
the subject—nationality, education, religion, 
morality, reading; number of children, home 
life, ng, a més, occupation, 
temptations, = 
superstitions, ‘feats, etc. If married, a 
separate séries of facts regarding that con- 
dition are taken. Of the parents—educa- 
tion, religion, condition, occupation, salary, 
diseases, and habits. These results were 
secured by asking questions, and wherever 
possible they were verified by visits to the 
homes and haunts of the criminals and 
through the testimony of associates and of- 
ficers. The negro criminal’s answers are 
more trustworthy than those of the white 
criminals in the North, because they are less 
hardened, less suspicious, and believe they 
‘will gain rather than lose through the tests. 
In some instances there was an almost 
‘pathetic attempt to furnish reliable details. 
The ‘use of systems of identification in the 


my anthropometric ones causéd prejudice 
among the criminals, who believe the meas- 
urements would prove detrimental. No 
measurements for identification exist in the 
South. Necessarily this body of facts is 
more inaccurate than the ones secured 
through measurements and tests. ; 


TWO CLASSES OF CRIME. 

_ In presenting the facts for these observa- 
tions the criminals are divided into two 
classes—offenders against property and 
against person. This was made in order to 
determine if there were differences between 
the committers of these two fundamentally 
different classes.of crime. European in- 
vestigators make numerous smaller di- 
visions, as dividing homicide into poison- 
ers, infanticides, matricides, etc. These di-| 
visions are but variations, and are not fun- 


arson and all forms of theft; crimes against 
person include assaults and all forms of 
murder, 
The first division includes 
the negro in the South. 
There is no denying the fact that the crim- 
inality of the negro is out of proportion to 
the population. The census gives this fact 
without .further, comment or explanation, 
but any one who will consider the factors in 


the position of 


of this result.. Briefly, these influences and 
their especial relation to the negro in the 
South are: | 

1, Climate. In the North this is more con- 
Aucive toactivity than in the South. In:the 
latter it is often positively detrimental to 
constant labor, and affects both negroes and 
whites. There are few large cities, and 
climate has a more direct effect in rural oc- 
cupations. Ifthe white Southerner finds 
labor difficult. he has his inheritance for his 
support, or goes into business in the city. 
The poor white and negro must labor, starve, 
‘or steal, for he does not possess an Inheritance 
and the credit and opportunities of the city 
are not open to him. The Southern climate, 
being less rigorous, requires less forethought 
and frugality. It encourages shiftiessness, 
and this provides an opening for vice and 
crime. Leffingwell has shown that in warm 
seasons of the year crimes of licentiousness 
are most common. These form a consider- 
able number of the crimes of both negroes 
and whites in the South. 

2. Soil. In the South this yields a greater 
return for a small amount of effort expend- 
ed. In the North the labor must be unceas- 
ing to secure similar results. The negro 
rarely labors a full week, even if the neces- 
Aity exists, for he feels assured of a liveli- 
hood. under all circumstances. The negro 
is called “ hereditarily lazy.” Every race 
for whom nature provides lavishly shows 
the same imertia. There are not «the obsta- 
cles to surmount, and it is these which have 
so largely assistef the Anglo-Saxon and 
other races in their development. These ob- 
stacies and the present sharp competition 
serve to engender within the white race 
habits of thrift and industry, which are un- 
known to the negro, and for which no neces- 
sity exists. Certainly, the indolence of the 
white Southerner is equally notable, and is 
only. tending to disappear with the advent 
of sharp competition and the. introduction 
of industries which do not depend so direct- 
ly upon the climate and soil. In cities large

LIVE ON POOR FOOD. 


- 8. Food. The food used by the negro, 
though it may be through choice or necessity, 
is not of the kind and is not prepared in such 
& way as to produce the: greatest energy 
or the highest degree of health. The meals 
are ill-prepared and are irregularly served. 
Food in the North often sustains an impor- 
tant social function in the domestic life. It 
is often the chief agency in uniting a close 
family life and in sustaining mutual inter- 
ests. Among the negroes it does not so large- 
ly serve this pufpose. Neither does it stand 
as an opportunity for educational and cul- 
tural influence. The social influence of food 
and meals is often underestimated. 


4. Labor. This is a most important factor. 
In the North prison statistics show that 


usually that of unskilled‘labor or artisan. 


The negro is more restricted in his choice 
of labor than any other class, and by nature 
and opportunity he is limited to the lowest 
forms of labor. The salaries, socia! position, 
opportunities, etc., incident to each kind and 
grade of labor are essential in determining 
the associates, pastimes, and habits 
of the individual. The whites value his la- 
bor only upon the plantations, so every ef- 
fort is made to confine the negro to agri- 
cultural labor. When he drifts into the city 
he has no trade, and his horizon is limited to 
menial occupations. If he has mechanical 
training he must meet the competition. The 
professions are closed to him, for his parents 
have not money, rank, or influence. Upon 
the plantation he lives the same narrow life 
which existed years ago, and this contains 
but little te mature him. -So long as the 
plantation system exists the condition of the 
negroes will not change radically. The plant- 
er often lives in the city and has an overseer 
or manager, and is out of direct touch with 
the negroes. In some communities the negro 
is paid what the manager thinks fit, and it 
is often in tickets or trade, so that the cur- 
rency is that of the particular community. 
With the development of small farms the 
negroes will still remain an agricultural peo- 
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which will more nearly approximate them to 
the Northern farmer. Shalt 
‘least two other important ‘bearings. ‘ The 
servitude of the laboring class sustains an 
' important relation to immorality. “If in the 
North the servant,class among women js the 
most immoral, and it is.comparatively in- 
dependent class, how muchrmore true this 
must be of the negro, who ts still the slave in 
thought and action. The present ‘system of 
agricultural labor makes education extreme- 
ly difficult by reason of far removal from 
schools and length of the year when outdoor 
| work is pursued. ‘ The school yéar in rural 
districts is about three.months lorig. * The 
far removal from centers of activity and 
i learning makes the negro dependent upon the 
white employer for his knowledge, and fosters 
| the customs and superstitions of, his,own 
race. There are but few libraries available 
even in the cities. In the North the agri- 
cultural class furnishes but asmall percent- 
age of criminals. The agricultural labor of 
North and South are not coniparable. In the 
‘North they are often proprietors or have 
small interests in the.farms, and are closély 
associated with educational advantages. in 
the South they compare more nearly with 
the unskilled labor in Northern cities. Thus 
the negro agricultural laborer is more un- 
stable and has little personal interest in 
‘werk. In the cities the fortwof labor differs, 
but the grade is not higher. The negro in 
the city is found in the ranks of laborers and 
artisans. They to’a ‘great extent 
upon street jobs, so the ation is not so 
constant. Children in the cities begin work 
at an early age. While the school year is

there are no compulsory education laws. 
Thus the labor of the child in both city and 
country has an important relation to crime. 


FEW WHITE WOMEN CRIMINALS. 

There is practically no problem of crim- 
inality among white Southern women. . I be- 
lieve this is primarily true because there is 
no white servant class in the @outh.: The few 
immoral and intemperate White women in 
the city prisons come from the. laboring 
classes.

5. Domestic life and training. The great- 
est effort in the- North is being directed to- 
ward the prevention of crime. It’ is’ found 
this can be secured best by improving the 
. training of. children and by > raising «the 
standards of domestic. life. A study of chil- 
dren in Northern reformatories reveals 
grave defects in each of these conditions. 
I venture to say there is no race outside of 
the savages where there is so low a grade of 
domestic life and where the child receives so 
little training as among the negroes. In 
slavery the negro knew no domestic life. 
The continuance of his family depended 
solely upon the wishes of his master, and the 
latter’s attitude favored immorality. His 
desire was to secure as many slaves as possi- 
ble, regardless of family ties. The negro 
has had-not quite forty years in which to 
create and establish all the sound principles 
and practices of domestic life. There are 
those who decry the influence of education 
and say that it has failed to enlighten or 
reform the negro. We have not ediicated the 
negro: Only in a small measure has he been 
shown the example and been taught the 
need of morality, sobriety, and fidelity with- 
in his family life. In matters of cleanliness, 
sanitation, prevention against disease, train- 
ing of his children, he has been left to drift. 
When from six to ten people cook, eat, sleep, 
and die in. one or two rooms, the education 
has been at best but rudimentary. This was 
the:environment of the famous Jukes fam- 
ily, and, ‘though this family has stood for 
various imaginary things, no one has claimed 
they. were educated. Compare the Southern 
white man’s house and the negro’s and then 
judge what the relative influence of environ- 
mentis. In the North the negroes live under 
conditions not much more favorable to clean 
doméstic life and training, as witness Chi- 
cago. 
IMPERFECT DOMESTIC LIFE 
Among other causes why the negroes’ 
‘domestic life tn the South ts imperfect may 
be mentioned: The whites, during slavery 
and now, establish no ideals for the negro. 
Often it Is jealousy of a white man’s rela- 
tion im the negro’s home which destroys its 
peace. Negro women still lay aside their 
honor almost as readily as in slavery, for 
they are still subservient to the whites. The 
white man must have a greater respect for 


} the negro’s home before the negro can 
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understand or adopt a moral cede. ‘The 
mutual training of children, educational) and 
cultural interestscand pursuite,often make 
domestic constant. and more 
These are so. often lacking inthe negroes 
life.

Katharina’s family was poor. Florian, the 
son of the eldest brother (of her parénts 
next to nothing is known), hadto rely upona 
free scholarship to complete his studies.

As an additional and much more dreaded

Sometimes parents get rid of bad sons by 
simply setting them adrift on the street or 
by surrendering them to prison. -Parents 
sometimes sell their children and often sons

One difference between bad boys In China 
and in America is that in China sons never 
tes so old but that their parents can whip 
them. 

Sometimes in China a man 30 or 40 years 
old can be seen being soundly thrashed by 
his irate parents. This would.be a terrible 
thing for the American boy, who, no matter 
what depths of woe he may be in, looks fond- 
ly forward to the time when he shall outgrow 
the switch just as he outgrows his trous-

There was an article in one of the Hong- 
kong papers last summer about an aged 
(Chinese woman who looked out of her win- 
dow and saw one of her elder sons, a man 
of 35, who had long married. and had 
a big family of his own, passing the house 
reeling drunk. The old lady concluded she 
had not been as strict when. her son was 4 
child as she should have been, and so she 
picked up a heavy piece of bamboo, and, 
rushing out into the street, pounded her big 
son to her heart’s content and until he had 
promised to reform and let alone opium and 


drink. | 


The filial respect and devotfon inculcated 
in Chinese boys from their earliest infancy 
would forbid a Chinese boy from ever com- 
mitting such a heinous crime as to raise his 
hand against his father or mother. The 
worst crime of which the Chinese can con- 
ceive is for a boy to strike one of his parents, 
and if a young Chinaman should kill his 
father or mother the law visits the most 
condign punishment not only upon him but 
his neighbors and friends. 

In most. provinces instances of parricide 
have been punished by the immediate de- 


capitation of the murderer and the dividing 


of the body into small bits. Then the family 
home is seized by the state and the house 
razed to the ground and the earth under the 
house and in the yard is dug up to the depth 
of three feet and carriedaway. The nearest 
neighbors on both sides of the house where 
the crime was committed.are flogged or 
exiled, the principal teacher ef the culprit 
is put to death, the district magistrate of 
the place is removed from office and dis- 
graced, and the Viceroy of that province, 


the Governor of the province, and the Prefect 
are degraded three degrees in rank. In one 
instance, in Canton Province, a son who 
beat his aged mother was décapitated and 
all the: students in that’ district were not 
allowed to take the great State examinations 
tor three years. - 


The Chinese boy has’his sports and garaes 
to help keep; him busy. and out of mischief. 
He files kites and plays at: shiittlecock, the 
shuttlecock being kicked about from one boy 
to another and kept in the air as Jong as 
possible. Chinese boys whoj if they were ia.

The. boys in China.also play at guessing 
pennies, and buy oranges from the peddlers 
with the agreement that the one who comes 
the nearest to guessing the seeds in the 
orange be allowed to eat it while the other 
“one pays. 


- But one good friend the Chinese boy has, 
no matter how bad he may be, and that ts 
the same friend that the bad American boy 
has—mother. Chinese mothers weep over 
their bad sons just like American mothers 
do, and intercede with the father to forgive 
the wickedness of his offspring. 


So even in far off China the bad boy has 
his friends, and there as here, no matter 
how wicked he is or where he is, the fond, 
loving mother waits through the night for 
his return, and murmurs in words that, in 
spite of the fact they are spoken in Chinese, 
are as tender as though uttered in English, 
“Come home, there's a light in the window 
for you.”
